Warner Miller’s pronunciamento, widely 


advertised as an anti-Platt document, and 
something calculated to do great damage 
to the “ regular’’ Republican machine, was 
made public last night. It was prepared 


by the Executive Committee of the Mc- 
Kinley League, and was signed by about 
two hundred men from twenty-seven coun- 
ties. It was given out from the league’s 
headquarters, in West ‘[wenty-second 
Street. 

One of the signers of the document is 
Gen. Samuel Thomas, who was quoted two 
days ago in several afternoon papers as 
opposing the proposed ‘swing around the 
circle’’ of Messrs, Miller, Milholland, and 
others in their crusade against Mr. Platt. 
The McKinley Leaguers were somewhat 
troubled when they read Mr. Thomas's al- 
leged remarks. He was one of the original 
anti-Platt men, and some of those who re- 
cently joined the ranks of the reformers 
could not rest easily with the thought that 
he was a backslider. 

Gen. Thomas signed the address after the 
alleged interview had heen published on 
Monday, and yesterday he assured William 
Brookfield that he was as much of an anti- 
Platt man as ever. Then the McKinley 
Leaguers felt better. 

The address makes no attack upon Mr. 
Platt by name, but it throws out a sugges- 
tion that the anti-Platt men may try. to 
nominate a candidate for Governor. 

Before the address was made public, a 
committee from the Bmoklyn McKinley 
League visited the headyuarters, and re- 
ported that Republicans at the east end of 
the bridge are in full accord with the idea 
of selecting State candidates who are in 
Sympathy with tne National ticket. Their 
report was issued as an appendix to the ad- 
dress. 

The address is given below: 


In the campaign now commencing we have 
National candidates and a National platform, 
made by the people and fot the people, and 
meeting the approval ot every honest man in 
the Republican rarty. The psople secured those 
Candidates and the platform by asserting their 
power and insisting upon imving their own 
righteous way. They were pa'sistently opposed 
by every politician who had isurped authority, 
and especially and most vicioisly by the poll- 
ticlan who has arrogated to himself all power, 
both executive and legislutive, in this State. 

To make this campaign consistent and success- 
ful, it seems to us necessary that in our coming 
State Convention we Republicans of New-York 
should put the State in line with the Nation, and 
should select some candidate for Governor who 
will be no man’s men, but will represent every 
honest Republican in the State. 

To that end we hereby record our protest 
against the fraudulent and oppressive methods in 
the y management which have obtained espe-

THE PRESIDENT GOES EAST. 


Gables for His 
Vacation, 


Proceeding to Gray 
Summer 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—President Cleve- 
land left Washington at an early hour this 
morning to spend the Summer with his fam- 
ily at Gray Gables. With him went Pri- 
vate Secretary Thurber, whose wife and 
children are at Marion, across the bay from 
the President’s Summer home. Washington 
was hardly astir when the two left the 
White House, and only the members of the 
sleepy night force of the mansion were 
there to say good-bye. Mr. Thurber has 
been the President’s guest since Mrs. Thur- 
ber went away, and the two had a very 
early breakfasc. 

They went in one of the White House car- 
riages down Pennsylvania Avenue to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad station, and walked 
down the train platform without attracting 
any attention even from the porters nd 
station employes. The President and Mr. 
Thurber entered the special car of Mr. 
Thompson, one of the Vice Presidents of the 
Pennsylvania Road, which had been placed 
at their disposal. The car was attached to 
the train scheduled to leave Washington 
for Jersey City at 7 o’clock, and at that hour 
it pulled out from the station. 

During the President’s absence from 
Washington official business will be con- 
ducted in the same manner as if he was in 
the White House. Official communications 
will be received and entered on the records 
there, and a special mail bag will go every 
day to Buzzard’s Bay. All official news 
will be given out as usual rrom the White 
House. 


President Ceveland passed through Jersey 
City: yesterday afternoon on his way to 
Gray Gables. His train arrived at the 
Pennsylvania station at 12:42 o’clock. 

The President was met as he descended 
from his car by E. C. Benedict. Together 
they walked down the platform, escorted 
by Station Master Kiefer and Ferry Super- 
intendent Bloomsburgh. The party de- 
ascended by the elevator to the Adams pier, 
at the end of which they embarked on Mr. 
Benedict’s yacht, the Oneida, which at once 
steamed away tor the East River, flying 
the President’s flag. { 

As the ropes were cast off, a stevedore 
who stood on the end of the pier thrust out 
his hand and said good-bye. Mr. Cleveland 
grasped the stevedore’s hand and shook it 
cordially and smiled. 

GREENWICH, Conn., June 30.—President 
Cleveland arrived here this afternoon on Mr, 
Benedict’s yacht, the Oneida. He will spend 
the night here with Mr. Benedict, and con- 
tinue his journey to Gray Gables in the 
morning. 


MAYOR HOOPER SUFFERS DEFEAT. 





The Action of the Baltimore Council 
Sustained by the Court, 


BALTIMORE, June 30.—Mayor Hooper has 
lost another battle in his fight with the 
City Councilmen. Judge Albert Ritchie to- 
day handed’ down an opinion in the Supe- 
rior Court upholding the action of the Coun- 
cil in appointing Capt. Noble H. Creager as 
Collector of City Taxes and directing the 
Mayor to swear him in. 

The fight was begun last Winter, when 
Mayor Hooper attempted to introduce some 
reform methods in the City Government 
through high-class appointments. The City 
Council promptly rejected them and adopt- 
ed an ordinance taking the appointing power 
away from the Mayor and vesting it in the 
two branches of the City Council. The 
Mayor vetoed the ordinance, but it was 
passed over his objection. Under this rul- 

the Gowneilmen instituted a test case by 
naming Capt. Creager for the important 
and well-paying position of City Collector. 
Mayor Hooper refused to recognize the ap- 
pointment, on the ground that his veto 
Was not overridden by a three-fourths vote. 

In deciding this question Judge Ritchie 
holds that three-fourths of the members 
present and voting was sufficiént to over- 
ride the veto, and that the law did not 


mean three-fourths of all. the members 
elected, as contended by the Mayor. The 
Judge added that he had nothing to do with 
the motives which actuated the City Coun- 
cilmen in adopting such revolutionary meas- 
ures, but that the vote of 15 to 4 in the 
First and 7 to 2 in the Second Branch was a 
three-fourths vote in the meaning of the 


w. 

Mayor Hooper, when advised of the decis- 
jon, said: ‘‘ We shall take the case to the 
Court of Appeais and let that tribunal 
finally decide it. In the meantime, I still 
hold the opinion that I did what to me 
seemed best for the interest of the people.” 

Democratic office holders are jubilant over 
the decision. Hundreds of them who ex- 
pected almost immediate official decapita- 
tion with the advent of the Republicans 
last Winter are still drawing salaries, and 
the knowledge that they would be kept four 
or five months longer, until the Court of 
Appeals hands down its decision, causes 
them to dance for joy, while the office- 
hungry Republicans heap imprecations upon 
the heads of Hooper and the City Council- 
men,

OVER A GIRL, 


Did Not Wait to See How Badly the 
Child Was Hurt,

wheels passed over her. 

The wheelmen were going at a high rate 
of speed, and before the child could get out 
of the way, the wheels passed over her 
body, injuring her internally. After the ac- 
cident the wheelmen disappeared, and have 
not been apprehended, They are believed to 
have gone to New-York.

She refused to make any 
charge against Geise.

STATE RAILROAD BOARD DECIDES 
AGAINST THE ELEVATED. 


Third Avenue Tracks Must Be Con- 
nected with the “Suburban,” and 


at Least Ten Continuous Trains 


Run Daily—Notice Ordered Served 
on the Company to Comply with 
the Law—Some Concessions to the 


Company. 


ALBANY, June 30.—In the matter of the 
complaint of George J. Grossman against 
the Manhattan Railway Company for its 
failure to run continuous trains to One 
Hundred and Seventy-seventh Street, prin- 
cipally over the Third Avenue line, the 
State Railroad Commission has found that 
a literal compliance with the law which re- 
quires the Manhattan Company to do this 
would prevent the road from rendering to 
the public the service for which it is in- 
corporated, 

The board recommends that the tracks of 
the Third Avenue line be connected with 
the tracks of what was formerly the Sub- 
urban Company at or about One Hundred 
and Twenty-ninth Street, and that a rea- 
sonable number of Third Avenue trains, 
each number to: be not less than ten each 
way daily, as will best accommodate the 
traveling public, shall be operated continu- 
ously as demanded in the complaint. 

It would appear from observations of the 
board and statements made to it that these 
trains will best accommodate the public 
if operated from 6 to 8:30 A. M. south 
bound, and 5 to 7:30 P. M. north bound. 

It is further recommended by the board 
that the present number of continuous 
trains on the Second Avenue line be main- 
tained, 

In its opinion the board says: 

“It is further ordered that a copy of this 
decision be served upon the company, and 
that upon failure to comply with the terms 
thereof within thirty days from this date 
the matter be referred to the Attor- 
ney General to take such proceedings there- 
in as may be necessary for the protection 
of the public interests.” 


The north siders were confident yesterday 
that the company would be notified that the 
law must be complied with, and that a date 
would be named by which the alterations 
making such compliance possible could be 
effected. They do not demand immediate 
compliance, for they recognize the necessity 
of certain alterations, and are aware that 
time will be needed to complete them. But 
they ask for a reasonable compliance with 
the law and the granting of their rights. 

A resident of the north side who has 
had dealings with the Manhattan Railway 
Company, enabling him to know whereof he 
speaks, said yesterday that the company 
recognizes that {it is simply standing in its 
own light by not complying with the law 
and accommodating the public. The compe- 
tition of the cable road, he said, has been 
felt by it severely of late, and so far as 
the traffic north of the Harlem River was 
concerned, it is losing more and more busi- 
ness every week. He pointed out that per- 
sons coming south, since they are obliged 
to change cars, anyhow, prefer to take the 
trolley cars to One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth Street, and then simply go up stairs 
and get into an elevated train. People 
going north, he said, lost in changing cars 
at One Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street 
what little time they gained by express 
trains from Canal Street. 

Real estate men are already more hope- 
ful for the development of the north side 
now that there is some prospect of people 
being able to get there without the abom- 
inable inconveniences caused by the change 
of cars at One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Street. THE NEW-YORK TIMES yesterday 
received the congratulations of north side 
business and professional men for its vig- 
orous and determined stand upon this ques- 
tion. They are all now eagerly looking for 
the decision from the Board of Commis- 
sioners. 

Henry F. Lippold, one of the most ener- 
getic of the north siders, will go before the 
Supreme Court, Special Term, this morning 
and the moving papers on the application 
for a writ of peremptory mandamus wiil be 
served upon the Manhattan Railway Ccm- 
pany, returnable on July 9. 

‘I shall present a petition and apply for 
a peremptory writ to be served on the 
company,” said Mr. Lippold yesterday, “ or- 
dering it to show cause why it shouid not 
compiy with the law and give the people 
a cuntinuous ride without change or cars 
across the Harlem River. The law entitles 
the company to eight days in which to 
answer. 

“I suppose the company will employ its 
usual tactics, and will gain all the delay 
it can. Probably it will argue that the law 
is unconstitutional, as it wanted to do at 
the hearing before the Railroad Commis- 
sioners. But it has never explained, to my 
knowledge, why, if it holds the law to be 
unconstitutional, it has never appealed 
to the Legislature to have it repealed.” 

Mr. Lippold said that he was not at all 
sure the north siders would be satisfied 
with any compromise or partial compli- 
ance with the law. In the affidavit that 
accompanies the petition it is stated that 
only 10 per cent. of the passengers leave 
the trains at points south of tne Harlem 
River. 

“That means, you see,” said Mr. Lip- 
pold, “ that 90 per cent. of the passengers 
eross the river to points north. Now, 
this has any significance, it means that 
more than occasional continuous trains will 
be necessary to accommodate this amount 
of traffic. 

“Tf thev run every third or fourth train 
through they may accommodate the 10 per 
cent., but it will take more than that to 
carry the 90 per cent.” 

Even if the company is compelled to 
move its terminus from One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth Street to One Hundred and 
Seventieth Street, Mr. Lippold said, the 
north siders were determined to fight the 
matter to the bitter end, and not to yield 
one point before they get continuous trains 
—without change of cars—according to tne 
letter of the law. 





Took Money from Burglar’s Pocket. 


Anthony Griffo of 284 Warren Street, Jersey 
City, had a peculiar experience with a burglar 
yesterday morning. He awoke at 3 o'clock, and 
found a man ransacking his room. He sprang 
out of bed and grappled with the intruder. Dur- 
ing the struggle Griffo thrust his hand in a 
pocket of his visitor’s clothes, and recovered $40 
which the thief and previously taken from under 
Griffo’s pillow. Then the thief broke from him 
and escaped. Subsequently, the police arrested 
John Foley, nineteen years old, of 95 Steuben 
Street. Griffo identified him, and he was held 
for further examination. 





Yale Can Be Taxed. 


NEW-HAVEN, June 30.—A fortnight ago the 
Assessors of the town of New-Haven asked Town 
Counsel Goodhart for an opinion as to whether 
or not Yale University could be taxed on certain 
property, including dining rooms, gymnasium, 
dormitories, and other buildings on and outside 
the campus, The opinion was submitted this 
afternoon, and is in effect that about half of 
the p rty of the corporation can be taxed.

DISPERSED BY THE POLICE. 


Strikers Create a Small Riot in 


Cleveland, Ohio. 


CLEVELAND, June 30.—The biggest row 
which has yet occurred at the Brown 
Hoisting Works took place this afternoon 
when the men quit work. The non-strik- 
ers, who are also the non-unionisis, marched 
out as usual under police protection to 
take the street car. When the street cars 
came along they refused to stop, although 
commanded to do so by the police, the 
motormen being presumably in collusion 
with the strikers. 

Meantime, a mob of at least 5,000 men 
was surging all around the band of police 
who were guarding the workmen. When 
it became evident that the street cars 
would not stop, it was determined to march 
to the Fourth Precinct for safety. A start 
was made in that direction, the mob grow- 
ing more voisy and violent every moment. 
Finally the police could stand it no longer. 
Drawing their clubs, they charged, scat- 
tered the strikers right and left, and 
knocking them down by the dozen. Twen- 
ty men were seriously injured, and are 


now at the different hospitals, while many 
Others received severe scalp wounds and 
bruises. Fully fifty people were injured 
by the police. . 

All the ambulances and all the available 
police force of the city were called to the 
scene. The immediate cause of the first 
charge was a brickbat thrown by a striker, 
which hit Officer Siddell on the head. John 
Furlong and C. C. Conn have been ar- 
rested. The police made a second charge, 
hurling the strikers across lots, hitting 
everybody in sight, and the fight was over 
for the day, but threats of vengeance are 
made, and the police are preparing for a 
big fight to-morrow. 





LAURIER’S IDEA OF TARIFF REFORM 


Will Favor a Policy Midway Between 
Free Trade and McKinicyism. 


TORONTO, June 30.—Wilfred Laurier’s pol- 
icy,” outlined by The Globe, willwnclude: (1) 
A new Franchise act, (2) a new rearrange- 
ment of the ‘constituencies, (3) retrench- 
ment in public expenditures, (4) development 
of Canada’s mining resources and booming 
immigration by drawing attention to Can- 
ada’s opportunities ‘‘in an _ intelligent, 
truthful, discriminating way ’’; (5) tariff re- 
form. 

The latter will not be on a basis of free 
trade, but half way between free trade, 
as they have it in England, and McKinley- 
ism, as it exists in the United States. The 


Liberal tariff policy is to be cast on a mod- 
erate protective basis. 

It is stated on good authority that Lord 
Aberdeen lost no time, as soon as it became 
known that Mr. Laurier had carried the 
country, in recommending the Liberal lead- 
er to her Majesty for knighthood. It is 
believed that when the new Prime Minister 
shall meet the House it will be under the 
title of Sir Wilfred Laurier. 

The last remaining election in connec- 
tion with the general elections for the 
House of Commons took place in the con- 
stituency of Algoma, Ontario, to-day.

A DESPERATE FATHER’S DEED. 


Crazed by Want of Work, He Kills

cut his own. Both were found dead on the 
fioor in Connelly’s tenement by his wife. 

Mrs. Connelly is employed as a speeder 
tender in the Merchants’ Mill, ard after 
supper to-night she began washing her two 
babies’ clothes. When she completed the 
work, about 8 o’clock, her husband asked 
her to go to her mother’s, in a neighboring 
tenement, and ask her if she would take 
care of the babies while he was seeking 
work. She gladly went, taking her five- 
year-old child with her. she returned 
home three-quarters of an hour later, and 
on opening the door saw the dead bodies of 
her husband and child lying on the floor 
directly in her pathway. <A razor was in 
Connelly’s hand. The woman ran into the 
street, and the neighborhood was soon 
crowded with people. 

The police and medical examiner soon’ 
arrived and took charge of the place. In- 
vestigation showed that the baby had 
probably been taken into a closet by the 
crazed father, with the intention, perhaps, 
of cutting its throat over the sink. The 
closet was bespattered as if the child had 
struggled desperately. hen it was dead 
he laid it almost naked upon the floor, 
then lay down beside it, and cut his own 
throat. The cause of the deed was un- 
doubtedly discouragement over the poor

SINGERS AND METROPOLITAN DI- 
RECTORS SIGN CONTRACTS, 


Schoeffel and Grau’s Affairs 
by William 


Committee— 


Abbey, 
Straightened Out 
Steinway and His 
Ninety-seven Per Cent. of Firm’s 
Creditors in a New Organization, 
Others Will Be Paid in Cash—A 


Winter of Pleasure Promised. 


The Board 6f Directors of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera and Real Estate Company met 
in the office of George G. Haven yesterday 
afternoon and agreed to renew the lease of 
the Metropolitan Opera House to Abbey, 
Schoeffel & Grau and to continue the con- 


tract with the firm for the customary pro- 
duction of grand opera at that house. 

The members of the board present were 
George G. Haven, President; D. O. Mills. 
George F. Baker, Luther Kountze, Augustus 
D. Juilliard, Adrian Iselin, Jr., and William 
Cc. Whitney. 

Prior to. the meeting of the Metropolitan 
Opera House Directors the Reorganization 
Committee of the creditors of Abbey, 
Schoeffel & Grau met in the same building, 
in the office of Olin, Rives & Montgomery, 
and conferred with Luis James Phelps, the 
assignee of the firm; George L. Rives, and 
Edward Lauterbach. Henry E. Abbey and 
John B. Schoeffel were also present. Will- 
iam Steinway, Chairman of the committee, 
Stated that assents to the committee’s plan 
of reorganization representing more than 
OT per cent, of the total indebtedness had 
been received by him. 

The committee issued the following notice 
to the creditors of the firm: 

Pursuant to the terms of the plan. and agree- 
ment for a readjustment of the affairs of the 
firm of Abbey, Schoeffel & Grau, creditors are 
hereby notified that upward of 97 per cent. of 
the creditors have already assented thereto, and 
that, in the judgment of the undersigned com- 
mittee, a sufficient number of creditors have 
assented, and that the said plan has now become 
effective and binding for all purposes upon the 
Parties thereto. You are therefore requested, as 
provided in said agreement of June $8, 186, to 
assign, transfer, and set over to the committee 
the debt or debts due to you respectively, and 
the notes, obligations, securities, contracts, or 
other instruments or evidence of indebtedness 
relative thereto.

At the close of the meeting of the Reor- 
ganization Committee William Steinway 
was requested to place before the Metro- 
politan Opera House Directors the position 
of affairs of the reorganized firm. Mr. 


Steinway met the Directors and stated 
that the Reorganization Committee realized 
that through the magnanimity of the 
stockholders of the Metropolitan : Opera 
House they had assisted in giving in New- 
York the St productions of grand opera 
in the world; that he understood the, Direct- 
ors were acting ina fiduciary’ capacity, 
and that they were entitled to the assur- 
ance of stability on the part-of the new 
company. * 

He assured tic Directors that the new or- 
genization 1s entirely free from debt or em- 
barrassments of any nature, and that the 
Metropolitan. Opera House stockholders will 
have not only the same able managers in 
Messrs. Abbey, Schoeffel & Grau, but 
that the firm will be assisted by a Board of 
Directors which will look after the financial 
affairs of the company. Mr. Steinway closed 
his address by asking that the lease of the 
house be granted to the reorganized com- 
pany, and that the guarantee of the new 
company be accepted. 

Mr. Steinway’s presentation of the affairs 
of the reorganized firm created a most fa- 
vorable impression among the Directors, 
and it was decided without argument to 
grant his request as soon as the necessary 
papers can be drawn up. a 

At the close of the meeting Mr. Steinway 
expressed himself as being deeply gratified 
at the result of the labors of the Reorgani- 
zation Committee. He said that the credit- 
ors who have not joined in the plans of the 
teorganization Committee do not represent, 
all told, more than $10,000. They mostly 
consist of small claims, which wiil be set- 
tled in cash as soon as the reorganization 
is completed. 

Mr. Phelps, the assignee of the firm, said 
that he would file the complete schedule of 
the assets and Habilities of the old or- 
ganization in the County Clerk’s office to- 
day. He stated that the approximate state- 
ment given out by him, which showed the 
liabilities to be $388,549.8ST and the assets 
$2 5,795.73, leaving a déficiency of about 
$172,754.14, would be amended so as to show 
a decrease of about $24,000 in the liabilities. 

The plan of reorganization is to create a 
corporation, with the members of the old 
firm as managing Directors. Other mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors will be Will- 
iam Steinway, Robert Dunlap, and Thomas 
P. Fowler. Messrs. Abbey, Schoeffel’ & 
Grau_ will be paid an aggregate salary of 
$20,000 a year for their services in man- 
aging the affairs of the company. 

All those creditors who assent to the plan 
of reorganization will be allotted 40 per 
cent. of their claims in preferred stock of 
the new company, and the remaining 60 
per cent. in the notes of Messrs. Abbey, 
Schoeffel & Grau. The cash capital of the 
new company will consist of $50,000 from 
the sale of preferred stock. The company 
reserves the right to call in and cancel the 
stock given in payment of obligations when- 
ever it is in condition to redeem it. 

Additional assets of the new company in- 
clude the scenery. costumes, and accesso- 
ries of the old company, and the Tremont 
Street Theatre, Boston, which is expected 
to prove of great value in the future. 

Henry E. Abbey was seen at his office in 
the Metropolitan Opera House last evening 
by a reporter from THE NEW-YORK TIMEs. 
He said: 

““We have been granted the lease of the 
Metropolitan Opera House practically upon 
the same conditions as formerly. With the 
exception of a few minor details, the new 
lease of the house and the contract for 
the production of Sper are the same as 
those we formerly held with the Directors. 

‘““We expect to file articles of incorpora- 
tion for the new company within a few 
days. The business of the firm, so far as 
it relates to the organization of the opera 
company, has not been neglected, and has 
not been jeopardized by our embarrassment. 

“Mr. Grau has held the company togeth- 
er, and I cabled him to-day to clese con- 
tracts with them aH with the guarantee of 
the new organization. 

“We will have all the principal mem- 
bers of last season’s company, with the ex- 
ception of Maurel, who proposes to go on 
a lecture tour. 

“We shall go ahead with our customary 
zeal, and the public will find that nothing 
connected with the presentation of grand 
opera at the Metropolitan has been oyer- 
looked.”

Cuicaco, June 30.—The organization of 
the Democratic Party for defeat and Gis- 
grace, begun in the mistaken silver States, 
goes on merrily, and there seems to be 
no inclination to listen to the advice and 
opinions of the Eastern and Southern busi- 
ness men who are on the way here hoping 
to check the headlong rush to demoraliza- 
tion and disruption.

SILVER CONPERENCE, 


White Metal Men Will Look After the 
Temporary Organization, 


BIG 


Cuicaco, June 30.—One of the conspicuous 
features of the day was the conference be- 
tween the Bimetallic Democratic National 
Committee and the otuside silver men. It 
was much more largely attended than had 
been expected in view of the fact that it 
Was simply ua preliminary meeting. 

These were among those who responded to 
the roll call: United States Senators Harris 
of Tennessee, Bate of Tennessee, Jones of 
Arkansas, Turpie of Indiana, Cockrell of 
Missouri, Daniel of Virginia, Senator-elect 
Money of Mississippi, Govs. Stone of Mis- 
souri and Altgeld of Lllinois, Secretary of 
State Henrichsen of Iilinois, John O. 
Tomlinson of Alabama, ex-Congressman 
George W. Fithian of Lilinois, Bb. . Shive- 
ly, Candidate for Governor of Indiana; 8. 
b. Evans of lowa, George P. Hummer of 
Michigan, Judge Shackieford of Missouri, 
ex-Congressmen ‘WW. J. Bryan and W. H. 
Thompson of Nebraska, John Welch and 
'Judge W. Mullane of Oregon, O. W. Powers 
of Salt Lake City, and Wiley O. Jones of 
Arizona. Among those expected but who 
nad not arrived in the city were ex-Coh- 
gressman Casey Young of Tennessee, ex- 
Speaker Charles F. Crisp of Georgia, and 
Allen W. Thurman of Ohio. These, how- 
ever, were the only conspicuous absentees 
from a total of sixty State Committeemen 
and members of the Central Executive 
Committee. 

The preliminary meeting lasted less than 
an hour. The situation was informally 
discussed, and it was agreed that the silver 
forces need only to work harmoniously in 
order to insure the adoption of an out-and- 
out 16-to-1 platform. 

The matter that gave the conferrees most 
concern was the temporary organization 
of the convention. The fact was dwelt 
upon that the sentiment of the National 
Committee was opposed to that of a ma- 
jority of the delegates, but, on the other 
{hand, it was insisted that it did not nec- 
‘essarily follow that the committee would 
go so far as to attempt to gain any ad- 
vantage or attempt to consummate any 
strategic stroke in the exercise of the au- 
thority vested in it. 

In order to be on the safe side, it finally 
was determined to appoint a committee of 
five to wait upon the Executive Committee 

jof the National Committee, and, as the 
| resolution diplomatically put it, “to con- 
fer with that body in reference to all ques- 
tions and matters affecting the temporary 
organization and proceedings.” This com- 
mittee, as designated by Senator Harris, 
| who presided over the conference, is com- 
posed of Senators Jones, Turpie, Danic.s, 
and Govs. Stone and Altgeld. This com- 
mittee repaired to the headquarters of the 
National Committee, at the Palmer House, 
after dinner, but was informed by Secre- 
tary Sheerin that Chairman Harrity would 
'not arrive until to-morrow morning, and 
that a meeting of the Executive Committee 
had been called for noon. The dejegates 
therefore intimated their desire to be given 
an audience at 2 o'clock. 

In response to numerous questions from 
friends of ex-Gov. Boies and ex-Congress- 
man Bland, Senator Jones said to-day that 
the Bimetallic Nationa) Committee pro- 
| posed to take charge of, and to steer the 
| silver cause through the preliminaries of the 

convention as well as on the floor after the 
| convention has been organized. They pro- 
,pose to keep their eyes open, and to be 
prepared for whatever shrewd or sharp 
play the gold standard people might at- 
tempt to indulge in. t the same time it 
was not proposed to dictate as to candidates 
‘save to throw its influence for men sound 
on the silver question. Nor would it under- 
take to force any officers upon the conven- 
tion. 

It was the prerogative of the National 
Convention, said the Senator, to name the 
temporary Chairman, and that prerogative 
would not be interfered with if the com- 
mittee acted fairly and selected a Democrat 
who could be depended upon to rule justly, 
Otherwise the silver men would present a 
candidate of their own, and who, as a 
natural consequence of the overwhelming 
predeilections of the body, would, of course, 
be elected. 

When Senator Jones was asked whether 
he had said last night that Senator David 
B. Hill would be acceptable to him in this 
capacity, he answered in the affirmative. 

“ We differ widely on the financial ques- 
tion,” he said, ‘*‘ but I regard him as a man 
who would be perfectly fair and conserva- 
tive in the performance of the duties of 
Temporary Chairman. I do not think we 
will do much to-day besides discussing the 
general situation. and considering the plans 
by which our forces may work unitedly and 
harmoniously toward one end. We are not 
‘going to have any trouble in framing a 
silver plank. In fact, this will be about the 
easiest portion of our labors. There can be 
neither equivocation nor evasion in an out- 
and-out declaration for free and unlimited 

coinage.”’

Various Questions of Menaces to 


Health Considered and Acted On. 


The State Board of Health met yesterday 
at the Hotel Metropole. There were pres- 
ent Daniel Lewis of New-York, Chairman; 
Owen Cassidy of Elmira, Dr. Case Jones of 
Rochester, Dr. F. W. Smith of Syracuse, 
State Attorney General Hancock, State 
Engineer Adams, Health Officer Doty, and 
Dr. Baxter T. Smelzer, Secretary to the 
board. 

Action in regard to Hemlock Lake was 
postponed to give the Mayor of Rochester 
and Dr, Jones further opportunity to ex- 
amine into the complaints of its impurity. 
Steps were recommended to insure the puri- 
fication of the Bilmira water supply and to 
protect the reservoir that supplies the re- 
formatory at Elmira. 

The New-York Board of Health was re- 
quested to see that scows and mud boats 
deposit the city’s garbage sufficiyn-ly far 
out at sea to prevent its washing ashore, 
and also to make ore stringent rules 
against the traffic in dead animals. 

Secretary Smelzer read a communication 
from Melville Dewey of the Regents of the 
University referring to the sanitary condi- 
tion of the Capitoi at Albany. The board di- 
rected that the DistrictAttorney of Queens 
County be instructed to take steps to abate 
the nuisance reported to be caused through 
the slaughter houses of the European Pack- 
ing Company. 

Chairman Lewis appointed a committee 
of three to examine into the prevalence of 
tuberculosis. 


North Side Milk Supply. 


Sanitary Inspectors are to examine the cow- 
houses and their surroundings in the northern 
part of the city. Here are 3,000 cows, for the 
sale of whose milk 350 permits have been issued. 
The measure is one of precaution, and in the 
direct line of the efforts of the Health Depart- 
ment to protect and watch the milk supply.

Some had delayed pay- 
ment of the tax or applying for their certifi- 
cate. 

As all persons trafficking in liquors must 
exhibit to-day a tax certificate or its equiv- 
alent—a receipt for the tax money~—or close 
up until so provided or run the risk of 
prosecution, all the applicants yesterday 
were excited and wanted to be served first. 

More than fifty persons clamored to be 
attended to the moment the offices were 
opened, and in an hour the number had 
doubled. At least two-thirds of the appli- 
cants had the aid and counsel of agents

Up to midnight 17,418 applications for 
liquor-tax certificates had been received, 
and certificates, or receipts for the tax, had 
been issued in 7,136 cases. The total 
amount received yesterday was $319,175.02, 
making a total of $4,741,882.59 received for 
liquor tax in this city since the law went 
into effect. The city’s sharé of this money 
is $3,154,588.73. The amount received by the 
city from the Excise Department in 1895-6 
was $1,209,000, the revenue being derived 
from over 9,000 licenses issued in that year, 
t is computed that the revenue from the 
liquor tax during the first year under the 
present law will reach $5,500,000. 

Owing to the misieading statement pub- 
lished in an evening paper that no certiii- 
cates would be issued after midnight last 
night until May, 1897, the offices were 
thronged last night by anxious liquor deal- 
ers, who had either paid the tax and held 
receipts for the same or had made applica- 
tions, but had not yet paid the tax and re- 
ceived a certificate. Certificates will be 
issued during the year to persons opening 
new places, for one month or for six 
months, at their option, but not for a 
longer period than up to April 30, 1897. A 
liquor dealer going out of business before 
the expiration of his certificate is entitled 
to receive a rebate for the unexpired term. 

A. E. Seifert, Secretary of the Lager Beer 
Brewers’ Board of Trade, estimated when 
the liquor-tax law went into effect that 20 
per cént. of those who held licenses issued 
by the local Board of Excise would cease to 
do business on the expiration of their 
licenses before July 1, or when they be- 
came void on that date. He said yesterday: 

So far there have not been as many to abandon 
the liquor business as I had anticipated. Perhaps 
17 per cent. will be the number. SBtill all that ts 
done under the Liquor Tax w up to May 1, 
1897, will be largely experimental. No one can 
say now whether the change is for the better 
for the saloon keepers or what will become of 
the new ‘“‘hotels.’’ So far the sandwich holds its 
own as a ‘* meal.’’ 

I do not think that those whose licenses extend 
beyond to-day, but who have failed to apply for 
tax certificates, will sooner or later decide to try 
their fortune under the new law. It is hardly 

robable that they will stop and start again. 

hese Summer months are the harvest time of 
the beer seller. Of course with May 1 of every 
year as the terminating date of every certificate, 
the rate for certificates from July 1, 1896, to 
May 1, 1897, is $666.67. This is a large sum for 
@ man who has been selling only beer to risk, 
even with schnapps thrown in, although of course 
there is the provision for surrendering the cer- 
tificate and the payment of rebate. Strong liquors 
are for the Winter, and the average saloon- 
keeper will admit that he makes his money in the 
Summer months. 

There may be hardships for some who will be 
forced out of business by the new law, but in the 
long run it will be a blessing to the majority, as 
it will compel many to find a means of getting a 
livelihood less precariously. Those who have been 
crowded out are, as a rule, superannuated, living 
from hand to mouth, and eking out a miserable 
existence. 

Assuming that 1,500 license holders will 
cease to do business after to-day, Mr. Sei- 
fert estimated thet not more than 4,000 
persons will have to look for other employ- 
ment. 





Milk to Cost Retailers More. 


The Directors of the Consolidated Milk Ex- 
change met yesterday in the Clinton Bank Build- 
ing to determine the price of milk to retailers 
for the next two months. Fourteen out of sev- 
enteen Directors were present, and, after some 
discussion, it. was agreed to raise the price of 
milk from $1.07 to $1.17 per can of forty quarts. 
The price was the one in force up to June 16, 
when the increased supply caused a reductiuvn to 
$1.07. Now, however, the supply has beeen di- 
minisned. The Directors of the Exchange repre- 
rent nearly all the milk producers supplying 
New-York and Brooklyn. The increase of a 
quarter of a cent a quart will not affect the con- 
sumers.

RATE DISCRIMINATION. 


Any Line That Violates the Inter- 
State Commerce Law Will Be Pro-

its lawful right to exist, the Joint 
Traffic Association now proposes to take a 
hand in the enforcement of the inter-State 
commerce laws, especially the enforcement 


of such sections as prohibit rate discrimi- 
nations and the payment of rebates to 
shippers. 

After a spirited discussion of the rail- 
road situation in the Board of Presidents 
yesterday, a determination was reached to 
refer recent alleged acts of certain inde- 
pendent lines to eminent counsel, and if it 
shall be found that the inter-State com- 
merce law has been violated to institute 
legal proceedings against the offenders, 

Since the new joint traffic agreement has 
been in operacion half a dozen railroad 
lines, not.members of the association, have 
been able to keep up a demoralization in 
freight rates in certain localities by un- 
derbidding the association roads for such 
traffic es offered. Efforts to induce these 
independent lines to join the association 
and help to maintain a standard scale of 
rates have not been successful, although 
friendly assurances have been received 
from two or three quarters. 

The meeting of the Board of Control 
yesterday was called for the purpose of 
maxing a final effort to harmonize outside 
interests with the rate-maintaining purpose 
of the association. Representatives of the 
principal outside roads were invited to at- 
tend informal conferences, before any ex- 
ecutive action was taken by the board. It 
was hoped that Sir William Van Horne, 
President of the Canadian Pacific, would 
be present, but a telegram was received 
from that gentleman stating that he would 
not be able to reach New-York before to- 
day. 

Receivers Fink and Kimball of the Nor- 
folk and Western, Senator Calvin S. Brice 
of the Lake Erie and Western, and Presi- 
dent Woodford of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton responded in person to the in- 
vitation. Receiver Peirce of the Toledo, 
St. Louis and Kansas City telegraphed that 
he was unable to come. Several confer- 
ences were held, but with no encouraging 
results. The Norfolk and Western receiv- 
ers reiterated their previcus declaration that 
they could not see their way clear to join 
the association until after the reorganiza- 
tion of their company. Senator Brice said 
that his road would come into the agree- 
ment. providing the Circinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton would join, but no definite as- 
surance was obtained from President Wood- 
ford on that point. 

Chauncey M. Depew, who has been doing 
a great deal of persuasive commictee work 
for several weeks, spuke in a _ hopeful 
strain, and predicted that harmony would 
be brought about eventually. Sir Charles 
Rivers Wilson, President of the Grand 
Trunk, expressed the belief that the Cana- 
dian Pacific would af.er a while co-operate 
with the association. He had :.ai.h in Pres- 
ident Van Horne’s sagacity and sense of 
justice. 

President Ingalls of the Big Four and 
the Chesapeake and Ohio scored the Clover 
Leaf (Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas City) 
pretty sharply for demoralizing freight 
rates out of St. Louis, and he also paid his 
respects somewhat breezily to the Norfolk 
and Western people, 

It was chiefly at Mr. Ingalls’s instance 
that the Board of Control resolved to take 
the advice of counsel, and if need be pros- 
ecute the roads wi persist in violating 
the law against rate discrimination. ..Inas- 
much. as James C. Carter's law firm de- 
fended the Joint Traffic Association so: tri- 
umphanitly in the United States Court, | it 
is likely that the same firm will be retained 
to prosecute the outside traffic disturbers. 

There will be further conferences’ with 
the Canadian Pacific management, _how- 
ever, and as Mr. Depew sails for Europe 
to-day his place on the special conference 
committee will be taken by M. E. Ingalls, 
Sir Charles Rivers Wilson and E. B. 
Thomas are.the other members of the com- 
mittee, but President Wilson expects to 
sail for England next Saturday. 

Following is the officias report of yester- 
day’s meeting as prepared by F. H. Hoyt, 
secretary of the Board.

Stakes So that Margrave Could 
Win the Event—Peep o’Day Sur- 
prised the Knowing Ones in the 
Opening Race—Delay in Starting 
the Hurdle Race Sent 


Home in Bad Humor.

Weather conditions were perfect for rac- 
ing at the Sheepshead Bay track yesterday. 
Yet the crowd was small for the track that 
was once at the front of all the race tracks 


in America, but which has now degenerated 
into one of the money-grabbing institutions, 
where sport is made of secondary cogsid- 
eration. 

Lander was there, but his band of clever 
musicians “was not, and people grumbled 
and thought they were being mulcted out of 
the music that has always been a feature 
at the track and made visits to the pretty 
race course so enjoyable. 

The sport was of the commonest sort, with 
the two stakes the least interesting of the 
events, and it was dragged out until nearly 
dusk, so that a lot of steeplechase jockeys 
could show people how not to win a hurdle 
race. The absurd Starter Flynn and the 
miserable-acting horse Red Cloud helped 
along the delay, so that it was after 7 
o’clock when people reached their homes 
in New-York, just too late for their dinners. 

The opening dash of seven furlongs 
brought ten of the dozen entries to the post 
and brought tears to the eyes of the back- 
ers who had played Magian and Belmar as 
certainties for the dash. Peep o’ Day 
knocked all the calculations of the wise 
ones in the head by making a runaway 
race of it, leading from the lifting of the 
gate to the finish. It was but a mere gal- 
lop for the imported horse, cast-off from the 
Keene stable, to win as he pleased, beating 
Lehman a couple of lengths, and eased up 
at that. Belmar was very sluggish at 
the start and was in the rear for about 
three furlongs. Then he got to going in 
good shape, caught his field, and went by 


them like a race horse up to third place. 
The effort had been too much, however, 
and there he hung, finishing in third place, 
a lengih behind Lehman and three lengths 
in front of Magian, who ran a surprisingly 
bad race, never being better than second, 
though he got off well in that position, and 
had nothing to prevent his showing up 
much better. Peep o’ Day was at one time 
at 15 to 1 in the betting, but scme one 
backed him down to 8 to 1 at the close. 
Riley Grannan was said to be chiefly re- 
sponsible for this raid on the ring. 

Roundsman was a red-hot favorite for 
the mile race, which he won without the 
least bit of trouble by a length and a half 
from The Native, who just beat out Find 
Out and Bessie Browning, the quartet be- 
ing in a bunch at the finish. The last 
named and Buckeye made the running from 
the chute, alternating in the lead until the 
head of the stretch was reached. There 
Sims gave Roundsman his head, and he 
rushed on and won as he wished. There 
was a big plunge by the Western division 
on Find Out as a “ good thing,’ but he 
failed to connect. 

Though some fifty horses were eligible to 
run for the Spring Stakes for two-year- 
olds, only a quartet faced the _ starter, 
though the stake was worth $1,500 to the 
winner. Scottish Chieftain was thought by 
Matt Byrnes to be good enough to win, and 
he went to the post a hot favorite, though 
there was the liveliest sort of a tip on 
Arbuckle, which McCafferty thought good 
enough to win. Arbuckle and Tripping 
made the running until the main track was 
reached. At that point Taral gave Scottish 
Chieftain his head, and, coming on with a 
rush, he won by a length and a half from 
Tripping, the latter lasting long enough to 
beat_ Arbuckle out for the second money. 
Sir Moitke, the other starter, showed no 
speed, and ran all over the track like a half- 
broken mustang. 

he Tidal’ Stakes was even more of a 
farce than the Spring Stakes. It was for 
three-year-olds, at a mile, and, as Mr. Bel- 
mont elected to start two, Hastings and 
Margrave, it was certain that he would run 
first and second. He did it, winning with 
Margrave, so as to save penalties for Hast- 
ings. It was a win for the former on suf- 
ferance, however, for Hastings could easily 
have beaten him. Formal and Bonaparte 
had a race for the third money, which the 
former got. under a drive, as Bonaparte 
took a notion to do some buck-jumping in 
the stretch, and tried to bite Sims when 
the latter punished him to keep him 
straight. 

The first of a pair of maiden races for 
two-year-old fillies at four and a half fur- 
longs brought about the closest and pret- 
tiest fininsh of the afternoon between Col- 
lateral, Miss Prim, and Distinction, who 
were in such a bunch when they passed the 
judges that it took the official placing to 
determine how they finished. That placing 
rather astonished most of the crowd, for it 
looked as though Miss Prim had got the 
money. She should have done so, but Taral 
was able to outride Littlefield at the finish, 
and that did the business. A better exhibi- 
tion of jockeyship than Clayton gave would 
have won the race for Distinction. 

Gray Bird, the favorite in the speculation, 
won the second of these maiden races by a 
length from Lenore, with Takanassee 
third. With a jockey with better judgment 
than “Mike” Bergen, Mr. Clason’s filly 
might have won, but he seemed to get a 
bit rattled at the end. Hint was left at the 
pest, and “‘ Tod” Sloane was called up to 
tell the Stewards how it happened. 

A hurdle race at a mile and three-quarters 
wound up the long afternoon’s racing. 
Flynn apparently thought he was starting 
the horses for a quarter-mile dash, so 
anxious was he to get them off in an exact 
line. These hurdle races are a nuisance 
at best, in the opinion of most racegoers. 
If they are a necessity to the meetings, the 
Stewards should instruct Flynn to get the 
horses away without a delay of three-quar- 
ters of an hour, such as he made yesterday, 
These same Stewards should also refuse the 
entry of such a brute as Red Cloud, who 
made all the trouble at the post, and who is 
the worst brute seen since the days of Lit- 
tle Minch and Umpire, Stonebuck and 
Buckstone. Even The Commoner is a do- 
cile lamb compared to, him. 

The race was won very cleverly by South- 
erner by a couple of lengths from Alfon- 
sina, who made all the running. Woodford 
and Red Cloud had a lively brush for third 
money, which the former captured. Tom 
Moore managed to keep outside of the 
money, a fact which seemed to suit his 
rider. Watchman turned a somersault at 
the first hurdle, but Chandler got up, re- 
mounted the nag, and rode him over the 
course. Westbury had the sulks, refused to 
jump the second hurdle, and was then 
drawn from the race,

HENLEY, June 30.—The Yale crew were out on 
the river as usual this morning and practiced 
starts with Trinity Hall’s second crew. In a min- 
ute-and-a-half dash Yale led the Trinity Hall 
boat by three-quarters of a length. Trinity Hall 
rowed from the start to the Fawley Court boat- 
house in 8:39 at a thirty-six stroke. The Yale 
men did not row for time, though they made 
some short stretches at a high stroke. The New 
College and Leander crews, like the Yales, did 


not row for time. The Yale crew afterward 
picked up the Trinity Hall second and Dublin 
University crews for half a mile, at the finish of 
which Yale had a good lead. 

Included in the list of invitations to the garden 
party which the Yale men will give on Thursday 
are all of the crews who are entered for the race 
for the Grand Challenge Cup and the Duke and 
Duchess of Marlborough, to whom invitations 
were sent this morning. A number of prominent 
Americans are also invited. The guests will be 
entertained with music and recitations. 

The Yale men criticise the new English oars 
unreservedly, declaring that they are heavy and 
that they stick in the water. Bob Cook, how- 
ever, says that the crew will probably use them 
in the race. 

The Yale men this afternoon practiced with 
pair oars for two hours before rowii*g over the 
full course. They covered the full course in 7:26, 
and the half in 38:35, rowing thirty-seven and 
thirty-six strokes to the minute. The New Col- 
lege crew made ‘the last half of the course in 
3:30. The Emanuel College crew rowed over the 
course in 7:30. They were picked up on the last 
half by the Trinity Hall boat. Their poor time 
is owing to their poor condition, but they made 
half the course in 3:33. 

F. Clark, the coxswain of the Yale crew, who 
has been suffering from an attack of tonsilitis, 
fs much improved and will occupy his place in 
the boat in to-morrow’s practice. 

Longacre, No. 6 in the Yale boat, who suffered

Goy. ALTGELD does not care how much 


| the workingmen are hurt in his crusade 


for free silver. He announced yesterday 
that if a panic should come upon the 
country, the first step would be a run 


upon the savings banks, and he warned 


| the capitalists that that would be ruin- 


ous to them and their wealth. He point- 
ed dut that the deposits in the savings 
banks amounted to more than all the 
currency of the country, and that they 
were payable on demand or within thirty 


| days. 


It may well be that a panic would cause 
a general run on savings banks, though in 
none of the recent panics has that been 
the case. But if that should happen, ALT- 
GELD is far too well-informed to suppose 
capitalists, in the ordinary sense, 
would suffer. The real and only suffer- 
who are 
mostly poor men, women, and children. 
Capitalists do not put their money in 
savings banks. Neither are they run for 
the profit of capitalists. No one makes 
anything out of them except the deposit- 
ors. They own the deposits. They own 
the securities in which the deposits are 
invested. They are the creditors to whom 
the hundreds of millions of mortgages 
and bonds held by the savings banks are 
owing. If they were scared by the free- 
Silver men into trying to draw all their 
money at once, if they forced the sale of 
investments at a sacrifice, the loss would 
be theirs, and theirs only.

An application has been made to the 
Attorney General of this State asking 


him to begin an action to annul the char- 
ter of the Union Gas Company of Brook- 
lyn as a combination to put up the price | 
| of gas in violation of the anti-trust law.

} porations, though, as we understand the

in supplying gas to the city and its peo- 
ple, 

This operation was not unlike that ef- 
fected in this city years ago, whereby 
rival gas companies were consolidated to 
destroy competition and put up the price 
so as to pay a profit on inflated capital. 
A limit was afterward put upon the price 
by law, and, though it was far below the 
charge previously exacted, it was still 
far above that of legitimate profit on the 
capital actually invested. The object of 
the Brooklyn consolidation is made evi- 
dent by the fact that the aggregate cap- 
ital of the companies was largely inflated 
in the issues of the new company, and 
the price of gas was promptly put up 
from 90 cents 1;000 feet to the legal limit 
of $1.25. 

There is no doubt economy in a monop- 
oly for supplying gas, for it requires only 
a single plant for its production and 
distribution, while competition requires

but the economy disappears when the 
cost of competing plants has been in- 
curred and they then pass under one 


the whole investment. 

There is the same economic advantage 
in a monopoly in furnishing light in a 
city that.there is in furnishing water, 
but there is also the same reason for hav- 
ing such a monopoly, if it is allowed to 
exist at all, in the hands of the city it- 
self. If a corporation had only the nec- 
essary capital invested 'n works for sup- 
plying gas and was content with a legiti- 
mate profit upon that investment, the 
public might be willing to leave this 
function of providing light in private 
hands, but if the privilege is abused to 
exact tribute from the people by a quasi 
power of taxation, there will be an irre- 
sistible demand for municipal ownership 
of the works for the supply of light as 
well as for the supply of water.

FREE COINAGE IS DEATH TO BI- 
METALLISM. , 
There is something in the wind among 
the international bimetallists of Europe. 
It is the hope, or maybe the dream, of 
these patient men to bring about an 
agreement among nations to give to sil- 
ver a fixed gold value. When the price of 
the metal no longer fluctuates it will be- 
come fit for use as a money standard. 
Then objections to the unlimited coin- 
age of silver will disappear. “A con- 
stant exchange of opinions is going on 
among Etropean bimetallists in order 
to work out the details of such a pro- 
cedure,” says Dr. Orro ARENDT of the 
Prussian Chamber of Deputies, the lead- 
er of the German bimetallists. ‘“‘ As soon 
as the programme is agreed on, which is 
to be done at a conference soon to be 
held in Brussels, it will be the task of 
practical politics to submit the pro- 
gramme to a monetary conference.” 
Meanwhile, nothing in the world so dis- 
gusts and alarms the European bimetal- 
lists as the attempt now making by such 
practical politicians as BLAND, BOIEs, 
TELLER, ALTGELD, and TILLMAN to cause 
the United States to plunge alone and 
headlong into free coinage. In his arti- 
cle on “ The Outlook for Silver’’ in the 
June North American Review, Dr. 
ARENDT expresses opinions and sounds 
a warning which would be heeded by 
the free-coinage leaders here if they were 
as intelligent and sincere as they are 
zealous and headstrong: 


“Tf it is mow desired to perpetuate the 
sold standard in Burope, let the Govern- 
ment at Washington adopt free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 1:16. At present, 
after the closure of the Indian mints, this 
step could not possibly have any other re- 
ult than to make the American standard 
i silver standard. The price of silver, of 
course, would rise, but not to 59d., and 
aot permanently. The United States would 
1ave a standard not materially different 
from that of Mexico. All the disadvantages 
and all the advantages of a fluctuating and 
depreciated money standard would follow. 
Gold monometallism would be replaced by 
silver monometallism; the double standard 
would become nominal. No bimetallist can 
approve of this. Free coinage of silver in 
-he United States would result in harm to 
yurope no doubt, but also in adygantage. 
/erhaps the harm would predominate; but 
one thing is. certain: the absorption of the 
American gold, the continual supplies com- 
ing from the American gold production, 
vould for a long time to come relieve the } 
Suropean powers of all anxiety for their 
gold standard. The monetary anarchy 
would thus be perpetuated for a space of 
iime beyond estimation. Only by insist- 
ing in all countries in an unequivocal man- 
ner on the international solution of the 











attained. ‘No more _ experi- 
ments!’ is therefore the only appeal which 
the European bimetallists address to those 
of America; no silver purchases, ng silver 
coinage, otherwise than on the basis of in- 
ternational agreement; and no more abor- 
tive attempts to bring them about.” 


The appeal of this eminent, learned, 
and unselfish friend of the double stand- 
ard will have no more weight with the 
chiefs of the silver party in this country 


| than it would have had if uttered by Mr. 


CARLISLE or Hoke SmitH. But his words 
are true and his warning a prophecy. 
Independent free coinage will bring the 
United States to silver monometallism. 
Undoubtedly the possession of our gold, 
as Dr. ARENDT predicts, will tend to 
make the commercial nations of Europe 
so well content with the ‘gold standard 
that they will pay small heed to the 
arguments of bimetallism. But an influ- 
ence far more powerful will be at work 
to strengthen and make permanent their 
adhesion to gold as the sole measure of 
value. The influence of our dreadful ex- 
ample will do that, and most effectually. 
The panic, disaster, and ruin that will 
befall the American people as the sure 
consequences of our subjection to the 
silver mania will be a lesson to the whole 
world to avoid that metal as ‘though it 
were a mad dog. And when the reaction 
comes, when the American people, cured 
of the mania, but ugly with the suffer- 
ing and loss it has brought on them, 
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and kick it out of their currency system 
into a lonely and distant exile from 
which it will never return. 

The triumph of free coinage here would 
be the death of international bimetal- 
lism; and the price of silver, after we had 
carried our experiment to its natural 
end, would be determined by the demand 
for it for half-dollars, quarters, dimes, 


and teaspoons.

SPAIN AND CUBA. 


The vote in the Cortes on the new 
Cuban loans ought to admonish Ameri- 
eans of the folly of eXpecting that Spain 
will ever loosen her hold on Cuba until 
she is forced to do so. When in the Leg- 
islature of a country so straitened in its 
finances as Spain a bill authorizing the 
Government to contract loans without 
limit for the purpose of carrying on a 
war of conquest passes without debate, 
the progf is conclusive that there is no 
party or faction of Spaniards which 
dares to avow a purpose of releasing 
Cuba.

Of course it is merely a senti- 
ment. Cuba is the only relic Spain has

» European and the first American power. 
This sentiment, as we see, can prevail 
‘over the fact that Cuba is now, instead 
of a defense and ornament, a source of 
mere weakness and disgrace to Spain. It 
must be borne in mind that every re- 
turned Spaniard who has had his share 
in the plunder of Cuba is the centre of a 
little circle of opinion in favor of the 
system by which he has profited. 
Probably no American contemplates an 
indefinite toleration by our Government 
of the present state of things in Cuba. 
Our interests are much too important to 
allow of our viewing with indifference 
what is now and has for years been go- 
ing on in Cuba.

TO HASTEN THE FOREIGN 





MAILS, 


Plan to Aid in Dispatching Those 
Coming to This Port. 


A suggestion made by Postmaster Carr 
of Philadelphia has been officially approved 
by the Postmaster General, and framed 
into a regulation which will take effect 
within the next few days. When it does, 
foreign mails arriving at this port will be 
hurried to their destination in a quicker 
manner than they have been heretofore. 

It seems that Mr. Carr made a study of 
unnecessary distances traveled by arriv- 
ing foreign mails, and discovered that 
the Philadelphia mail, brought, for  in- 
stance, by a vessel of the North Germay 
Lloyd or Hamburg-American Line, both 
of which have piers in Hoboken, passes, in 
the first place, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
station at Jersey City, and then repasses 
it again in order to reach the New-York 
Post Office, at the City Hall, and thence, 
having again crossed the river, is delivered 
at the Pennsylvania station in Jersey City. 

Mr. Carr delved further into the roundas- 
bout way of arriving foreign mails, and 
then submitted a carefully tabulated statee 
ment of time that was lost, and made 
tne recommendaion which seemed giod to 
Postmaster General Wilson. 

It was that mails brought by arriving 
steamships be distributed at (Quarantine, 
and dispatched to their various destina- 
tions without the necessity of going to 
the New-York Post Oilice. Four of the 
prominent steamship lines saw fit to subd- 
scribe to the recommendation of Mr. Carr 
and the approval of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, ana have agreed to put lighters in 
service to meet incoming steamships at 
Quarantine and transport their mails direct 
to the raflroad stations, : 

The lines that have subscribed to the 
agreement are the North German Lloyd, 
the Hamburg, the White Star, and the 
American. A _ postal official will be on 
hand to superintend the sorting of mails 
at Quarantine, and such as are in separate 
bags, and destined for points along tae 
routes of the various railroad companies, 
will be transported to the stations direct. 
To a reporter for THE NEW-YORK ‘TIMES 
a representative of the Superintendent of 
Foreign Mails said yesterday that the new 
arrangement would effect a considerable 
saving in time. Heretofore all incoming for. 
eign mails for other cities passed through 
the New-York Post Office before they 
were delivered to the railroad companies. - 
Under the postal regulations a vessel are- 
riving within any port or collection dis- 
trict in the United States was not allowed 
to make entry or break bulk until all the 
letters on board were desivered to the 
nearest Post Office.

whey Looted a Store Before the Gar- 
rison Was Aware of Their Pres- 
ence—Then the Invaders Were Re.

Havana, June 30,—On the night of June 
26 the inhabitants of Mordazo, in the Prov- 
ince of Santa Clara, were surprised by the 
of rebels, who had entered the 
town without arousing the troops who were 


Supposed to be deferding the place. The 
insurgents looted a store and killed a clerk 
and cousin of the owner. The garrison at 
length learned of what was going on 
under their very noses, rushed to arms, and 
attacked the invaders, who were, accord- 
ing to the Government report, compelled 
to retire with the loss of four killed and 
twelve wounded. The report makes ho 
mention of any Spanish loss. 

Advices from Bahia Honda give the de- 
tails of a hot fight near Cayo Redondo be- 
tween a Spanish force and the rebels under 
command of Triay. The latter wére defeat- 
ead with a loss of thirteen killed. Many 
wounded were carried off by the rebels. 
The Spanish loss is not mentioned. 

HAVANA, June 28.—Serafin Slerena, a 
grocery-store clerk, twenty-nine years old, 
and Emiliano Puldo, a beker, twenty-two 
years old, residents of Jarnce, Havana 
province, were taken from their homes re- 
cently to the outskirts of the town and 
killed by the Spanish Civil Guards. No 
reasons were assigned for the act. 

Col. Aldea’s mén have burned the houses 
on the stock farm of Mr. Francisco Maria 
Fernandez, near Bolondron, Matanzas prov- 
ince. Mr. Fernandez is an American doc- 
tor, and formerly lived in Brooklyn, N. Y. 

At sunrise yesterday morning an unknown 
echooner was seen off Copimar, near 
Havana. She was fired upon from the 
shore, but succeeded in making a landing 
further down the coast. She was under 
the proiection of an insurgent force be- 
lieved to be part of Aguirrue’s command. 
She was, then lost sight of. It is said that 
the schooner Sailed from Havana despite 
the vigilance of the Spanish authorities.

Coton, Colombia, June 30.—-The American 
river steamboat Bridgeton of Boston, which 
left Philadelphia for Kingston on May 24, 
1895, and was subsequently towed to this 
port by the steamer Louisianian in a dis- 
abled condition, has béen repaired and will 
start to-morrow for St. Lucia.

Col. Wishon Killed in Cuba. 

CotuMBus, Ohio, June 30.—News of the 
death of Col. Wishon, the young Ohio man 
who organized a company of Ohio soldiers 
and with them joined the Cuban insurgents, 
has reached here. It came in a letter to 
his father, P. H. Wishon, a farmer tiving 
near Portsmouth. Col. Wishon, or Ralph 
Wishon, as he was known here, was twen- 
ty-nine years old, and was an adventurer 
by nature. He was being hunted by the 
United States authorities for a Post Office 
robbery when he organized the ccmpany 
for the Cuban service. He was killed in 
a skirmish with the Spaniards. 


UPROAR IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


In Session All Night over the Irish 
Land Bill. 


Lonpon, June 30.—-Yesterday’s sitting of 
the House of Commons was protracted un- 
til 8:30 o’clock this morning, whén the re- 
port stage of the Irish Land bill was passed. 
The night was devoted to debating various 
clauses and amendments to the bill, the de- 
Bate proceeding in an orderly manner until 
2 o’clock, despite the occasional resort of 
the Government to closure. 

The Government kept a full force of sup- 
porters in attendance throughout the night, 
and the successive amendments which were 
offered by’ the opposition were brought to 
a vote under the application of closure and 
rejected by the almost uniform vote of 234 
to 88. In the later hours of the sitting re- 
peated uproars occurred, and the Speaker 
was kept busy in his effort to preserve or- 
der. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, characterized the amend- 
ments offered by the opposition as ridicu- 
lous and frivolous, and declared that the 
Opposition members were reducing the pro- 
eeedings of the House of Cominons to the 
level of a farce 

Mr. James H. Dalziel, Liberal member 
for the Kirkcaldy District, called the at- 
tention of the Speaker to the riotous con- 
duct of word Hugh Cecil, member for 
Greenwich and son of Lord Salisbury, in 
leading some of his Conservative colleagues 
in concerted interference with the discus- 
sion of the questions before the House. Mr. 
Dailziel’s remarks were greeted with yells 





and jeers from the Government benches, 
and the Speaker begged the members to be 
quiet and allow the debate to proceed. 

Dr. Tanner, Nationalist member for Mid- 
Cork, was rebuked for shouting “Gag” 
when one of the clauses of the bill was 
passed under closure*® The leaders on both 
sides were present throughout the sitting. 
The House adjourned at 8:39 o’clock this 
morning, after a continuous sitting of sev- 
— and a half hours.

A GERMAN ARSENAL IN FLAMES. 


An Explosion Which Killed Seven 
Men and Injured Others, 


BERLIN, June 30.—An arsenal near Fort 
Moselle, one of the forts in the vicinity of 
Metz, the capital of Lorraine, was discov- 
ered to be on fire to-night. It caused con- 
sternation among the people in the neigh- 
borhood, for the reason that there is an im- 
mense store of explosives in the arsenal. 

The garrison troops were hurriedly turned 
out to fight the flames and to prevent, if 
possible, and explosion, which, should it 
occur, would be d.sastrous. While the sol- 
diers were at work there was an explosion 
of a comparatively small quantity of am- 
munition, which killed seven men and in- 
jured a number of others. This caused 
much excitement and dread, but the troops, 
after a moment’s hesitation, bravely re- 
sumed their work. 

Large quantities of gunpowder and shells 
Were hastily removed to places of safety, 
but there yet remains enough to blow the 
arsenal to atoms should the fire reach it.

WHITE Puatns, N. Y., June 30.—There was 
another hearing to-day before Justice J. 
O. Dykman, in the suit of Richard Burnett 
and Frederick P. Klenke against the vil- 
lage of New-Rochelle, the President and 
Trustees of the village of New-Rochelle, 
and the Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company, otherwise known as the “ Huckie- 
berry Road.” 

The plaintiffs, as taxpayers of’ New-Ro- 
chelle, are trying to have the franchise 
that was granted to the railroad company 
vacated on the ground that nothing was 
paid to the village for it, and on the fur- 
ther ground that it was granted in. pur- 
suance of a corrupt and unlawful combina- 
tion among the Trustees, the members of 
which, they allege, received money for 
their votes. The defendants make a gen- 
eral denial to the allegations in the com- 
plaint. 

Among the witnesses examined was ex- 
Trustee John P. Donohue, who testified 
that Trustee John Sheehan asked him to 
vote the franchise to the Huckleberry Road 
instead of to one of the others, as there 
was $1,000 in it for him, but he refused. 

Trustee Koellmer and Trustee Fox also 
testified that they voted against the fran- 
chise. Clarence E, Warren, general clerk 
in the Lincoln Bank in New-York, testified 
that John Sheehan deposited $2,000 in bills 
in that bank to the credit of his son, John 
Rk. Sheehan. John R. Sheehan was called 
to explain where this money came from. 
He said he closed a contract in Plattsburg, 
N. Y., and took the money from a_ bank 
there and deposited it in the Lincoln Bank. 

At this point an adjournment was taken 
until July 7.

Samuel Berg White. 

Samuel Berg White, at one time a well- 
known dry goods merchant of this city, 
died at his residence, 89 East Seventy-ninth 
Street, yesterday.

wife a few years ago he had lived in great 
retirement, and had resigned from most of 
his clubs. 

Mr. White married a daughter of the late 
Charles Denison, and after his marriage 
lived at 186 Franklin Street, which was the 
first house in New-York to be lighted by 
gas. Mr. White was on the staff of Gov. 
Morgan during the war. His death was the 
result of old age, and he enjoyed good 
health until three days before the end. 
He leaves two unmarried children, a_ son, 
Edwin White, and a daughter, Helen Deni- 
son White.

COMING EVENTS. 
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A TIME TO RECALL THE MISRULE 
OF THE RECONSTRUCTION PERIOD. 


South Carolina’s Degradation Under 
Republican Misgovernment—Dem- 
ocrats Deprived of Their Votes 
and Freedom with the Aid of 
Bayonets and Ignorant Négroes— 
Shameless and Enormous Thefts 
Under Govs. Scott and Moses, 


As the South by its present course is in- 
viting another period of disorder, misrule, 
violence, and ruin, it is well to recall that 
reign of terror which is known as the re- 
construction period, 

South Carolina may be selected as an ex- 
ample in recalling the history of that pe- 


riod, for the reason that the era of corrup- 
tion and lawlessness was clearly marked 
there, and because one of the most danger- 
ous leaders in the movement that threatens 
the South with disaster is now wrecking 
that State, as if preparatory to greater 
ruin and calamity. 

The reconstruction period was initiated 
by the act of March 2, 1867, which was 
passed by Congress over President John- 
son’s veto. One of the defenders of this act, 
ex-Gov, Chamberlain of South Carolina, has 
said that it was necessafy to prevent ‘ the 
return to power of those who had previous- 
ly exercised exclusive political control.’”’ As 
good reason could be urged by future Re- 
publican masters of the political machinery 
of this country for turning out Democrats 
again and putting in their places ignorant 
negroes and unscrupulous white tools of 
corrupt government. Mr. Chamberlain has 
declared that ‘‘no one doubted the tempo- 
rary evils that would result,’’ but he as- 
serted that military supervision of the 
State ‘‘did not subject the people to negro 
rule.” The whites should have guided the 
negroes by superior intelligence and influ- 
ence. A similar plea could be made by the 
next inaugurators of military supervision 
in the South. 

The registered vote in South Carolina in 
October, 1867, seven months after the pas- 
sage of the Reconstruction act, showed 
46,346 whites and 78,982 negroes. Military 
supervision or any other manner of inter- 
ference with political affairs, could only re- 
sult in negro rule, and the whole purpose 
of the Republicans was to subject South 
Carolina to that last humiliation and ca- 
tastrophe. 

How well they succeeded is shown by the 
fact that a “ Black Parliament,’”’ as it has 
been called; assembled in the legislative 
halls in 1873, and also before that time. It 
contained twenty-three white Democrats, 
ninety-four negroes, and seven Republican 
white mén, who were the leaders of the 
ninety-four biacks. James L. Pike, at one 
time United Siates Minister to The Hague, 
described these lawmaking negroes as just 
such a body of men as one would see com- 
ing out of a country Court House. The 
Speaker was black, the Clerk was black, 
the Doorkeepers, pages, and chaplain ,were 
black—all coal black. They were ‘men 
whose costumes, visages, and expressions 
would only befit the forecastle of a_buc- 
caneer.” These were the rulers of South 
Carolina. They were put into power by a 
“bayonet behind each ballot,”” where there 
were ballots, or by a thousand fraudulent 
ballots before each bayonet, wherever bal- 
lots were needed. The intelligence and civ- 
ilization had been completely overthrown, 
and with as disastrous results as would 
follow if the beasts of the Indian jungles 
were given full power over the few Eng- 
lishmen who are upholding civilization 
and progress in that portion of the world. 
The negroes were ignorant, and they be- 
eame revengeful and ferocious, at the Iin- 
stigations of the Republican plunderers. 
The Democrats protested against such con- 
ditions ‘‘as destructive to the peace of so- 
ciety and the prosperity of the country and 
the greatness and grandeur of our common 
future.” ‘‘ The people of the South,” they 
sai “were powerless to avert the im- 
pending ruin. We have been overborne, 
and the responsibility to posterity and to 
the world has passed into other hands. 

So much for the kind of negro rule to 
which the military supervision of elections 
and the fraudulent practices of Republican 
managers at the polis subjected South Car- 
olina. This condition of affairs would, of 
course, soon lead to flagrant corruption, and 
in this case it was deliberately planned for 
the opportunity it would give for the spolia- 
tion of the State. As soon as ignorant ne- 
groes were put in possession of the State 
Government the shrewd plotters who were 
managing the whole iniquitous plan began 
a systematic robbery of the people. Vol- 
umes have been written upon the corrupt 
acts of the Republican administrations of 
Govs. Scott and Moses. The frauds per- 
petrated concern every department of Gov- 
ernment, as every part of the administra- 
tion was used as a means of getting money 
by extortion and theft. There were frauds 
in the fearful increase of the State debt, in 
the purchasing of lands for freedmen, in 
railroaa bonds, in eleciions, in redemption 
of the State Banks’ notes, in. taking the 
census, in furnishing the legislative cham- 
bers; in fact, in everything with which 
these political bandits were connected, 
“The last administration,”’ said Pike; in 
writing of Gov. Scott’s rule, “stole right 
hand and left with. a recklessness and au- 
dacity without parallel.’’ 

The State debt in 1868 was $5,407,306. In 
four years, under Gov. Scott's administra- 
tion, it was increased to $18,515,033. Ex- 
Gov. Chamberlain says that in making this 
increase ‘‘no public works of any appre- 
ciable importance had been begun or com- 
pleted.’”’ The money had been stolen by the 
“ carpet-bag"’ Government. The Speaker 
of the State House of Representatives is- 
sued $400,000 in fraudulent pay certificates. 
The administration issued $5,000,000 of scrip 
and made it receivable for taxes under an 
authorization to appropriate $1,800,000 for a 
railway into Tennessee. Millions of dollars 
were also stolen from the Treasury and 
from other departments. The printing billg 
of the State Senate for one session were 
$600,000, The Democrats had carried on 
the State Government on an annual ex- 
penuiure Of 94U,0K. ‘These tKepublican 
spoilers raised $2,000,000 by taxation every 
year. There was not enough margin in 
the paltry sum of $400,000. 

To afford another opportunity to reward 
their negro allies and enrich themselves, 
the Legislators appropriated $700,000 to buy 
land for “‘ freedmen.”” They drew from the 
Treasury on this account $712,000; the Land 
Commission got $90,000 more for its work, 
and only $577,517 was used in buying land. 
The sum of $224,620 was never accounted 


for. 

These thefts reduced the State to the 
most abject condition. It was bankrupt, 
and there was nothing more to steal. But 
the people could still be robbed of what 
Anglo-Saxons have ever valued more than 
money—their freedom. Gov. Scott organ- 
ized @ militia, called ‘Scott’s Militia,” 
whose sole duty consisted in keeping Demo- 
cratic votes out of balolt boxes and putting 
Republican votes in. This armed band of 
lawless ruffians was organized under an 
“Act to suppress insurrection and rebel- 
lion.” But force alone was not enough. 
Ballot boxes were stolen and stuffed. B. 
W. Siebels of Columbia testified before an 
examining board that some Republicans 
were allowed to vote a dozen times. 
Be Women and children voted,” he said. 
“‘ Women gave votes for their husbands or 
their brothers, who, they said, were sick.” 
When Democrats succeeded in running the 
gauntlet of bayonets and bandits and 
elected a legislator he would be declared 
illegally elected, and his seat given to a

e Republicans showed in ever ssi- 
ble way that it was not only a eae of 
theft that they were conducting, but one 
of ‘humiliation and revenge as well. In 
Charleston they had secured the appoint- 
ment of a Republican Postmaster, a white 
man, who was giving entire satisfaction. It 
was this that ruined him. He was not 
put there to satisfy Democrats. He was 
removed and a negro was put in his place. 
The Republicans of the North thought 
this was going too far toward simple ma- 
lignity o revenge, and remonstrated 
against the removal of the white man.

W. J. Whipper, publicly 
accused by v. Chamberlain himself as 
a thief, and the infamous ex v. Moses 
were put into seats made famous through- 
out the world by the splendid ellects, 
wisdom, and probity of such m Dun- 
kin, Ha r, O’Neall, and Wardlaw. The 

eople of the State felt that the last in- 
qu ty had been perpetrated. The poison 
of corruption had been forced into the 
very temple of justice. There seemed no 
longer any hope. 

The people who lived in those years of 
shame and crime can alone appreciate the 
horrors of a Government put upon a Stat 
for purposes of maintaining a politica 
party in power. They alone know what 
are the feelings of humiliation and dread 
that prevail among those who are dally 
insulted, daily deprived of their rights, and 
daily fearful of impending disaster. 

It is inconceivable that people who have 
suffered all this should again expose their 
State and section to a repetition of such 
erime and infamy. 





CONFEDERATES IN CONVENTION. 


Richmond Crowded with Old Soldiers 
and Their Friends. 


RICHMOND, Va., June 30.—The sixth an- 
nual convention of the Confederate Vet- 
erans met this morning in the gayly deco- 
rated auditorium erected for the purpose 
at the exposition grounds in this city. In- 
termingled with: the Confederate colors 
and battle flags are the National flags, and 
just above the presiding officer’s seat are 
two large star-spangled banners. Around 
the galleries are the coats of arms of all 
the late Confederate States. Just above, 
on another tier, are banners upon which 
are inscribed the names of all the famous 
battles of the war, and entwined with 
these are large star-shaped designs bear- 
ing the names of all the famous Confeder- 
ate Generals. 

The auditorium, which can seat over 
10,000 people, was comfortably filled, and 
presented a handsome appearance wlien, at 
11 o’clock, the arrival of Gen. John B. 
Gordon, Commander in Chief of Confeder- 
ate Veterans, was greeted by cheers, and 
the band played “ Dixie.”” ile was then 
presented with a gavel which Gen. Gor- 
don announced was made frem a tree cut 
on the battlefield of Chickamauga. He 
then opened the convention by introducing 
Chaplain J. William Jones of the Confed- 
erate Veterans, who made an eloquent, im- 
gressive prayer, whith was followed by the 
band playing ‘‘ Nearer, My God, to Thee.” 

On the stand were seated all the digni- 
taries, among them Gov. O’Ferrail, Mrs. 
Gen. George E, Pickett, now of Washing- 
ton; Mayor Taylor of Richmond, Gen. Pey- 
ton Wise, Gen. Stephen D. Lee, Mrs. Gen. 
Gordon and daughter, ex-Minister to Spain 
J. L. M. Curry, Gen. french, and numerous 
others. 

At the conclusion of the prayer Gen. Gor- 
don proceeded to introduce Gov. 9'Ferrall, 
who was on the programme ty welccome the 
/ veterans to Richmond, but that pencleman 
had barely started when a cheer broke forth 
from the far end of the auditorium, and 
the venerable form of Gen, Wade Hampton 
was seen limping up toward the stand. His 
progress through the audience was greeted 
by the wildest cheers, and when at last 
he reached the stand, Gen. 3orion an- 
nounced him the “brave Commander in 
Chief of the Confederate cavalry,’’ which 
called forth another round cf cheers and 
“rebel yells.” Order being restored, Gov. 
O’Ferrall was reintroduced, and ke wel- 
comed the veterans 19 Virgina. 

Numerous interruptions followed, by the 
arrival of delegates and camps, who were 
conducted to their appointed seais, but the 
Governor was warmly applauded through- 
out his speech, which was an eloquent trib- 
ute to the bravery and fortitude of the 
Confederate soldier. He asked: ‘Am 
not voicing your sentiments, comrades?” 
and was answered by a rousing cheer. Gov. 
O’Ferrall was followed by .Mayor Richard 
Taylor, who, as the head of the Municipal 
Government, welcomed the veterans once 
more to the historic city of Richmond. 

At the conclusion of the Mayor’s address 
Gen. Peyton Wise, Chairman of the local 
Reunion Committee, formally turned over 
the hall to the convention, and then the 
regular proceedings began. This evening the 
Confederate Literary Society will tender a 
reception to Mrs. Jefferson Davis at the 
“White House of the Confederacy,” now 
the Confederate Museum. 

The Rev, C. Clifford Penck of Baltimore 
and Dr. Arthur Barry of Texas, both mem- 
bers of Pickett’s Division, are present. The 
city is crowded with: veterans as never be- 
fore since the close of the war. Repre- 
sentatives of every State, north, south, east, 
and west, are here, and the streets are al- 
most impassable. Banners and badges 
from every Southern State are visible every- 
where, and the scene in the auditorium ex- 
ceeded in brilliancy and enthusiasm the re- 
cent National Republican Convention at 
St. Louis. 





FIFTY-EIGHT BURIED MINERS. 


The List of Those Entombed in the 
Twin Shaft Mine Completed. 


PITTSTON, Penn., June 30.—The Newton 
Coal Company has completed a careful and 
systematic canvass of the names and the 
number of men who were entombed Sunday 
by the cave-in at the Twin Shaft coal mine. 
This list shows that there are but fifty- 
eight men all told, including the Hunga- 
rians. The Hungarian list was the most 
difficult to secure, and this was gotten by a 








visit to the boarding houses where they 
lived, huddled together in great numbers. 
An interpreter accompanied the officials. In 
one house, where eighty Hungarians lived 
fifteen of the inmates had been summoned 
on Saturday night to go into the mine. 

The timbermen have got to the edge of 
the cave-in and have encountered the mass 
of chipping of the fail. It will be siow 
work to dig through this, and, although 
some bodies may be recovered at almost 
any point from now on, it seems more likely 
that none will be found less than 600 feet 
from the face of the fall, and that most of 
the bodies will ‘e recovered about 1,200 feet 
inside the slope. This may be a matter of 
days, or it may take weeks. 

The officials of the company to-day au- 
thorized the statement that no matter how 
long it will take, the search will be kept up 
until the bodies shall all have been recov- 
ered. The work will cost anywhere from 
$50,000 tod $100,0000, if the searchers have no 
more serious setbacks, 





The Brady Indictment Dismissed. 


Justice Fursman in the criminal branch of the 
Supreme Court yestercay dismissed the indictment 
for bribery against ex-Superintendent of the 
Building Department Thomas J. Brady. Mr. 
Brady was indicted as a result of the Lexow in- 
vestigation. He was accused of accepting as a 
bribe a piano from John R. Weser in 1890. Mr. 
Weser had at that time erected some houses in 
West Forty-third Street, and gave the piano for 
alleged favors from Mr. Brady. District Attorney 
Fellows recommended the dismissal as there was 
no evidence of collusion on Mr, Brady’s part.

Matilda Maynser Confesses to Starting 
ree Fires. 


Matilda Mayser, fourteen years old, was 
arrested yesterday for arson, and she con- 
fessed that at three separate times she set 
fire to the property at 170 Franklin Street, 
occupied by the Franklin Street Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and the residence of the 
pastor, the Rev. James Bennett. 

Firemen of Engine Company No, 27, whose 
quarters are immediately opposite the 
church, noticed smoke coming from the 
basement of 170 Franklin Street shortly 
after 8 o’clock yesterday morning. “hey 
found papers smoldering in the rear room 
of the basement. Because, it was assert- 
ed, there was no way the fire could pos- 
sibly start, except through an incendiary, 
detectives of the Fifth Precinct were called 
in. Dr. Bennett told them of two mys- 
terious fires which occurred in the closet 
of a hall bedroom on the third floor in 
April last. 

Each member of the household was ques- 
tioned, and the concluslon was reached 
that the nurse girl, Matilda Mayser, was 
within suspicion. The child was questioned 
privately. At first she was stout.in denial, 
but finally admitted her guilt. She, how- 


ever, refused to tell why she had tried to 
burn the premises. 

Matilda was taken before Magistrate 
Deuel. He declined to entertain a complaint 
against her until her parents were in court. 
Matilda was placed in the custody of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children. The parents will be-notified in 
court to-day. 

Dr, Bennett said the girl came to him 
through the Bible House Employment 
Agency in January last. During the time 
she had resided with them, the doctor said, 
she had been a very faithful and well-be- 
parse companion to his four young chil- 

ren 

“One Sunday night early in April,’’ con- 
tinued Dr. Bennett, “the janitor went up 
Stairs to get water for a man taken sick 
during service, and found Matilda in a hall 

edroom extinguishing a fire which she 
claimed to have discovered in a big closet 
containing the children’s playthings and 
bed linen. There was no particular damage, 
and we did not think much of the matter 
until the following Tuesday morning, when 
she came running down stairs and told us 
there was a fire up stairs. We found the 
same closet again on fire, but this time the 
flames had gotten a fair start, and were not 
extinguished until we had suffered a loss 
of $250 on the building and clothing de- 
stroyed. 

“Of course, we questioned the girl, but 
never thought for a moment that she had 
started the fire, and when she confessed 
this morning it was hard for us to realize 
that she was guilty. She has been a very 
quiet and obedient child, and I do not 
think ghe appreciates the enormity of her 
crime. I cannot account for her actions. 
My wife found one of those wild Western 

ories under her pillow several months ago, 
hich she said had been given her by some 
one. She promised, however, to not read 
any more of them. Her father, I believe, 
works in a brewery, and: lives at 556 West 
Thirty-eighth Street. My wife ys gone up 
there to tell the mother a t the little 
girl’s arrest. The mother hag often called 
here, and I found her an estimable woman.” 

The loss by yesterday morning’s fire will 
not reach over $50. In explaining how she 
set the fires the girl said she merely took 
a match and touched’it to the paper in the 
closet and the basement.

URGING PARDON FOR MW KANE, 





A Delegation Presents His Case to the 
Governor. 


ALBANY, June 80.—A delegation waited 
upon Gov. Morton to-day and asked that he 
exercise executive clemency and grant a 
full pardon to John Y. McKane, the former 
political boss of Gravesend, who is now 
serving a six-year sentence in Sing Sing 
prison. The delegation included the Rev. 
D, W. Couch, of the Beekman Hill Metho- 
dist Church, New-York City; the Rev. T. 
L. Poulson of the Olin Methodist Church, 
New-York City; and A. Tredwell and Vic- 
tor Redingfield of Brooklyn. 

The Rev. D. W. Couch was the spokes- 
man. He advocated clemency for McKane 
for the following reasons: First, the prison 
physician believes that his life will be 
shortened if he remains in the prison, and 
says he would have a much better chance 
for life if he were free; second, his wife is 
fretting her life awav; third, his blind boy 
needs his care; fourth, it is not thought 
that he intended to be as as ap- 
peared, because he did not know the law, 
and he was caught in a whirlpool of polit- 
ical excitement; fifth, it is belleved that if 
he is pardoned his subsequent character 
and life will vindicate the Governor’s ac- 
tion; sixth, he may have an opportunity to 
gather up his shattered possessions so as 
to have something left for his family in old 
age; lastly, it is held that the ends of jus- 
tice are fully met by the punishment he 
has endured. 

The Rev. T. L. Poulson of the Olin Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church stated that all be- 
lieved the sentence to have been excessive 
or ine crime of which McKane was found 
guilty.

The Police Board Declines to Enmter 
into Any Scheme for Observing 
the Action of the District Attor- 
ney’s Office—The Jurisdiction of 
Ward's Dis- 
missed—A Citizen Makes Charges 


Island—Patrolmen 


Against Capt. Price. 


At the meeting of the Police Board yes- 
terday Commissioner Roosevelt laid before 
his colleagues a letter from Secretary A. 
W. Abbott of the City Vigilance League 
regarding excise cases. The letter said: 


I notice in last Saturday’s papers that the 
District Attorney placed 162 excise cases on the 
calendars of the various parts of the Court of 
General Sessions on June 19 for disposal. Out 
of the whole number only 21 cases were disposed 
of, and out of those 21 cases the jury only 
brought in one conviction, for which Judge Cow- 
ing fined the delinquent $30. 

In view of all this, it looks as if the District 
Attorney did not want to do his duty with refer- 
ence to excise cases, and my reasoh for writing 
to you is to ask if some plan could not be 
devised by our league to investigate the cases as 
they come up for trial and watch the District 
Attorney’s office in the prosecution of excise 
violators, If this is allowed to continue it 
seems to me that we are no better off under the 
new law than we were under the old law. 

I do not exactly know how our members can 
work along this line, but we want to stand at 
your back and uphold you in as vigorous 2 
manner as we did last year. I shall be pleased 
to hear from you as to how the league can render 
you efficient service. Count on us for solid aid. 


After the letter had been read Commis- 
sioner Parker said that he could teach the 
members of the Vigilance League a system 
of watching the District Attorney's office, 
but the Commissioners all agreed that they 
did not feel that it would be proper to make 
any suggestions in this direction. 

The board was advised by Corporation 
Counsel Scott that in the law transferring 
Ward’s Island’ to the State there is no pro- 
vision taking it out of the operations of 
laws applying to this city. 

The question wds raised by a communi- 
cation sent by Sergt. Mullin, who has 





charge of the boiler. inspections, to the 
authorities of the Manhattan State Hos- 
pital on Ward’s Island, notifying them 
that an unlicensed engineer was operating 
the boilers there. Frederick M. Evarts of 
62 Wall Street, acting for the Attorney 
General and the Manhattan State Hospital, 
on receipt of this communication sent a 
letter to the Police Board stating that 
Ward’s Island had been leased to the State 
and was now a State reservation, and that 
the city authorities had no jurisdiction 
there.

POST OFFICE SALARIES INCREASED. 


New Classification Goes 
Effect To-day. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—The Post Office 
Department to-day made public the change 
in the classification and salaries of the 
Presidential Post Offices for the fiscal year 
beginning to-morrow. In the great majority 
of cases the yearly increases in salary con- 
sequent upon enlarged receipts is $100, al- 
though instances are not wanting where 
these increases amount to $200 and $300 
more than has been previously received 
by the Postmaster. 

In two States, Kansag and Nebraska, the 
number of offices showing smaller receipts 
for 1896 than for 1895 is very large, Ne- 
braska, for example, having a much larger 
number of decreases than increases. Five 
States—Delaware, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Montana, North Carolina—and the Terri- 
tory of New-Mexico, present a gratifying 
exhibit of increased salaries at all of the 
Presidential offices, not a single office run- 
ning behind the receipts of last year. 

In the great States of New-York, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, and some of the Southern States, the 
decreases have been relatively small.

President Cleveland Saw the Yachts 
Finish from the Deck of E. C. 
Benedict's Steamer Oneida—A 
Fresh Breeze Favored the Racers 


at the Start, but Died Out—It 


Breezed Up Again and Close Fin- 
ishes Resulted. — 


President Cleveland saw the finish of the 
Un@jan Herbor Yacht Club's special race 
yesterday from the deck of E. C. Benedict’s 
steam yacht Oneida. The Oneida arrived 
off Greenwich shortly before 5 o’clock, and 
@ little later she steamed into the harbor, 


and the President and Mr. Benedict went 
ashore and paid a visit to the new house 

~ which Mr. Benedict is having built on the 
eite of the old Indian Harbor Hotel. Mr. 
Cleveland was entertained at Greenwich last 
night. 

Twenty-nine yachts started in the races. 
They were divided into six classes, and fur- 
nished some good contests. The start, which 
should have been made at 11 o’clock, was 
delayed by the committee boat, the Henry 
Hoehn, getting aground while entering the 
harbor. She floated off as the tide rose, 
and then proceeded to the starting line, off 
the buoy, at the eastern end of Little Cap- 
tain’s Island, 

It was noon when everything was ready 
for the race, and then a fresh breeze was 
blowing from the south. The courses over 
which the yachts sailed were as follows: 
For the Thirty-four, Thirty, and Twenty-one 
Footers and Cabin Catboats—From the 
starting line, off the eastern end of Little 
Captain’s Island, to the black buoy off 
Matinnecock Point, 5 5-16 miles; thence to 
the black spar buoy off Centre Island, 4% 
miles, and home, a distance of 4 3-16 miles, 
or 15 miles in all. The half-raters and 
open catboats sailed over a small course 
nine miles in length. 

The preparatory signal was given at five 
minutes past noon, and five minutes later 
the thirty-fours and thirties were started. 
Three thirty-four-raters started. The Ha- 
man brothers’ Acushla was the first of the 
three to cross, with F. M. Freeman’s Dra- 
goon close astern, and George G. Tyson’s 
Vorant II. last. They were close-hauled on 
the starboard tack, and crossed at the 
windward end of the line. It was e beat 
to the first mark, and the boats started 
off well. The wind, however, dropped on 
the way across the Sound, and at the first 
mark, Matinicock Point, the Acushla had 
considerably increased her lead. The times 
taken at the mark were: Acushla, 1:54:36; 
Dragoon, 1:59:22; Vorant II., 2:02:10. They 
started off to run to the next mark with 
spinnakers to starboard, but the wind soon 
died out, and for a time the yachts drifted 
hopelessly about. Then it came in again, 
but a little more from the westward, and 
spinnakers were taken in, booms gybed 
over, and spinnakers broken out to port. 
At 3 o’clock the wind hauled again, and 
the spinnakers were set on the other side. 
The breeze then freshened and held to the 
finish. 

The times taken at the Centre Island 
Buoy were: Acushla, 2:31:08; Dragoon, 
$:32:07; Vorant I1., 3:34:00. It was a 
reach home on the port tack. The Acushla 
finished at 4:25:40, and won the cup of- 
fered by J. Kennedy Tod. The Dragoon 
finished at 4:28:52, and won the club prize 
for the second boat. The Vorant li. finished 
at 4:41:00.

AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF MANUAL 
: ‘ SCHOOLS MEETS. 


Immense Collection of Things Pro- 
duced by Boys and Girls in In- 
dustrial Schools of the United 
States on Exhibitioa—Artistic 
Wood Carving, Leather Emboss- 
ing, Iron Working, and Millinery 
—Country Women Critical Cooks. 


' Nothing in the way of manual training 
results has been seen in New-York before 
that would compare with the exhibit in the 
Teachers’ College that has been brought 
together by the American Manual Training 


Association, which began a two-days’ meet- 
ing in the college yesterday. 

It is one of the finest and largest exhibits 
of the work of manual training schoois ever 
brought together in the world, with the 
possible exception of the exhibit at the 
World's Fair, and it compares favorably 
even with that magnificent collection.. It 
represents every department of manual 
training, and has been contributed to by 
training schools throughout the country. 

Before the visitors were shown the rooms 
containing the exhibit they were invited 
to attend the addresses and discussions. 

Prof. Charles A. Bennett of Teachers’ 
College said it was very proper that New- 
York should have been chosen as the place 
of meeting, because of the great interests 
involved, and because of the attention,that 
the people here are now paying to the 
necessity of good manual training. 

The old Fellenberg movement, he said, 
was introduced in this country in 1820, 
and by 1832 this method of manual training 
had become widely adopted. It has now, 
however, yielded to the methods recently 
developed. The old method failed because 
it was thought to be a panacea for all the 
ills of educational systems, and that mere 
work was sufficient, without the accom- 
panying development of the brain with the 
hand. The present system trains hand and 
mind jointly, and accomplishes better re- 
sults and in shorter time. 

President Thomas W. Mather of the asso- 
ciation made a response in which he re- 
ferred to the exhibit arranged in different 
rooms of the college building as not only 
creditable and representative of the best 
work being done in trainings schools, but 


as the best that had ever been gathered at 
one place in this country. 

He also referred to the discussion of the 
question whether the American Manual 
Training Association should remain inde- 
pendent or unite with the National Educa- 
tional Association. This question, he said, 
would be settled at the meeting to-day. 
He then introduced Malcolm Booth, Prin- 
cipal of the Dayton (Ohio) High School. 

r. Booth, in speaking of the way math- 
ematics is taught in the high schools, said 
that the present method was just’ a little 
antiquated, and had not kept pace with the 
advancement in other branches of teach- 
ing. There are a number of purely dis- 
ciplinary studies that are retained in the 
mathematical course which should give 
way to practical branches that can be 
made equally valuable for disciplinary pur- 
poses. 

Time is now wasted, he said, in extract- 
ing cube roots which should be utilized 
in more necessary studies. 

Prof. Percival Chubb, instructor in the 
Brooklyn, Manual Training High hool, 
said that in teaching English he tried to 
impress upon his boys that they must 
use their language as 2 skilled artisan 
uses his tools. . Speech is a tool that we 
all handle, and we owe it to ourselves, he 
said, to handle it well and skillfully. His 
address was full of point and interest, and 
Was received with close attention and 
heartily applauded. 

After a short recess for lunch the women 
took up the work of talking to the asso- 
ciation. Miss Jessie Patterson, Treasurer 
of’ the New-York Association of Sewing 
Schools, spoke on the industrial training of 

iris in France, Switzerland, Germany, and 

ngland. She illustrated her lecture with 
specimens of the work of the girls in the 

uropean schools. Paris seemed to be far 
in vance of the other cities. More at- 
tention is paid to such training, and much 
better results are obtained. 

The French girls are taught every prac- 
tical ‘branch of sewing, cutting, designing, 
millinery, and dressmaking, and every 
teacher in the schools must prepare thor- 
oughly.for her work. The schools take in 
work, which is done by the girls, as a prac- 
tical application of what they learn in the 
classroom, and are thus finished and thor- 
oughly experienced workwomen when they 
leave the schools. .This instruction is in the 
— schools of Paris and other cities of 

'rance. 

Miss Maria Parloa of Boston read a paper 
on ‘* Domestic Economy, or Science, in the 
Schools.”’ She was practical and spoke with 
the autnority given her by her long study 
and mastery of her subject. She amused 
the ladies of the audience by telling them 
that she found her severest critics always 
among the countrywomen. In the cities 
women will be content if you tell them how 
to cook, but the hard, practical women of 
the count want you to show exactly how 
to-do it. hey are experts in doing what- 
ever they know how to do, and they want 
the theorists to get out of the cobwebs and 
in among the pots and pans. 

Miss Mary A. Boland, also of Boston, read 
a@ paper on the same ye which was 
earefully prepared and well received. 

A brief discussion of the subjects of the 
addresses by the ladies followed and con- 
eluded the session for the day. 

By far the most instructive and enter- 
taining features of the association meeting, 
however, are the wonderful exhibits of the 
different training schools. These exhibits 
are not put in a single hall, but are ar- 

ed in the rooms of the college devoted 
to the same kinds of work. The visitor can 
thus see not only the results, but the tools, 
the forges, and the machinery by which the 
different things are made. 

The exhibits are furnished by such insti- 
tutions as the Teachers College itself, the 

tt Institute, Brooklyn; Boardman High 

hool, New-Haven; Polytechnic Institute, 
Baltimore; Manual apenas School, Spring- 
field, Mass.; East Orange School, New-Jer- 
sey; State Normal School, Trenton, N. J.; 
Hampton Institute of Virginia, and Colum- 
bus Normal and Industrial College of Mis- 
gissippi. The exhibits made by the Teach- 
ers Goliege itself, by the Pratt Institute of 
Brooklyn, and by the Boardman High 
School of New-Haven are probably the best. 

The work of the pupils from twelve years 
of. age is shown in progressive course. Some 
of the results of the training of the hands 
of these young boys and girls are marvel- 
ous. They equal the work of experienced 
mechanics. 

One of.the most interesting exhibits is 
that made by the Educational Alliance of 
this city. This institution was endowed by 
Baron Hirsch for the manual training of 
Jewish children. After finishing their les- 
sons in the city’s public schools the girls at- 
tend the training school and learn how to 
sew, cut, design, fit, and, in a word, be- 
come expert dressmakers and _ milliners. 
Some of their work is beautifully executed. 
It is said that the institution is so crowded 
with anxious learners that there is hardly 
room for work. ‘ 

Another interesting and comparatively 
new branch of work is exhibited in the 
wood-carving room. This is known as 

yrography, or the burning of designs in 
eather or wood. Some beautiful specimens 
of this kind of work are on exhibition. The 
wood carving is also represented by some 
fine work. 

All the results of mauual training in the 
exhibit are instructive, and show the great 
progress made in this department of educa- 
tion. Prof. Bennett said that so much in- 
terest is taken in practical training of this 
kind that the Teachers College will con- 
tinue its work by means of a Summer 
course. This will begin next week, and be 
devoted mostly to forge work, under the 
teaching of Prof. Lambeth of the Boston 
ig) aongenpmcat School.

DAND AIN | A WOMAN “WITH WHEELS.” 


Horace Russell So Characterizes the 
Latest Stewart Claimant, 


Mrs. Augusta Macesco of Bucharest, Rou- 
maaia, the latest claimant to a share of the 
estate of the late A. T. Stewart, was at the 
office of her attorney, Robert Noah, 194 
Broadway, for several hours yesterday, 
and through an interpreter gave more facts 
concerning her parentage and place of 
birth, by means of which she feels confi- 
dent of securing a large portion of the fort- 
une left by the great dry goods merchant. 
Mrs. Macesco says she is fifty-two years 
old. She looks at least fifteen years young- 
er, and is rather an attractive woman. She 
is an entertaining conversationalist in her 
native tongue—French—but speaks very lit- 
tle English. 

Mr. Noah yesterday said he had not de- 
cided what course to pursue in the case, 
and would not determine it until after he 
had received important papers from Paris. 

“If the facts are as this woman repre- 
sents them,” said he, “there is*no doubt 
that she as next of kin of the late A. T. 
Stewart is entitled to a portion of the 
estate, and I am confident she will win her 
cas>. M. Valois, the Paris attorney who 
has been looking up the records in the 
case, is a very reputable lawyer. He was 
born in America, and is counsel for the 
American and English Embassies at Paris. 
He says the alleged relationship can be 
established beyond any doubt, and believes 
that Mrs. Macesco has a complete case. 

‘I know there has been no end of litiga- 
tion over the Stewart estate, some of the 
claimants going so far as to say that the 
will was a forgery. We do not propose to 
do anything of this sort, but will proceed 
on the ground that this claimant as next 
of kin is entitled to a fair share of the 
estate.”’ 

Horace Russell, son-in-law. of ex-Judge 
Henry Hilton, who has charge of all legal 
matters connected with the Stewart estate, 
smiled and suggestively tapped his fore- 
head when a reporter for THE NEW-YORK 
Times asked him about the matter. 

“You mean the woman with wheels,”’ 
said he. “ She is only one of the many who 
have presented claims for a portion of the 
Stewart estate. Hers, however, is a little 
different from the majority of them in that 
she claims to be the. daughter of a brother 
of A. T. Stewart. Now, as a matter of fact, 
Mr. Stewart had no brothers or sisters. His 
father died a short time before he was 
born. The widow was married again to a 
man named Martin, and the only issue of 
the second marriage was a son who was 
lost at sea. I do nut deny that. there was a 
James Stewart. There may have been thou- 
sands of them, but none of them could 
have been a brother of A. T. Stewart. 

‘**But suppose she was a daughter of a 
brother of A. T. Stewart. That would not 
be sufficient grounds for setting aside the 
will. Mr. Stewart was perfectly competent 
to make his will, and he chose to leave his 
property to his widow, which he had a per- 
fect right to do.” 





THE BROOKLYN CIVIL SERVICE. 


Commissioners Wish to Improve It— 
Politicians Oppose Them. 


The Brooklyn Civil Service Commission 
yesterday refused to indorse the June pay 
roll of the District Attorney’s office, on the 
ground that the employes should not have 
been appointed until after they had passed 
competitive civil service examinations. The 
following are affected by the decision: 

First Assistant District Attorney William 
O. Miles, Second Assistant Frederick C. 
Crane, Third Assistant Everett Caldwell, 
Chief Clerk David Healy, Assistant Clerks 
Winfield S. Mount, James A. Little, Charles 
F. Bernhart, and Joseph Ehresman, Mes- 
senger M, J. Sims, and Stenographer F. 
Driscoll. 

The commission also refuses to pass the 
pay rolls for the clerks and officers of the 

ounty Court, and the pay roll of the Chari- 
ties Department, for similar reasons. 

Two members of the Brooklyn Board of 
Estimate are opposed to the idea of civil 
service, and yesterday they showed their 
contempt for it by trying to cripple the 
Civil Service Commission by reducing the 
amount that it asked for for the coming 
year. The Civil Service Commissioners 
asked for $25,000 for the next fiscal year. 
President Alexander E. Orr said the Com- 
missioners might get along with $17,000, 
but that “ys really would need $25,000. 

President Joseph R. Clark of the Board 
of Aldermen said he did not believe in 
civil service, and would. very much like 
to cut the commission off without a cent. 

City Controller Palmer said he, too, 
had little faith in the civil service idea. 
He thought the methods of the Civil Service 
Commissioners were not commendable. He 
favored an appropriation of $12,500. 

Mayor Wurster thought the commission 
should have at least $15,000, and on his 
motion that sum was appropriated to it, 
and $7,800 additional to cover a deficiency 
4 gh new ty sae peers 

1e board allowed sixteen ex-Supervisors 
$8,000, and two former clerks to the Super- 
visors $4,000. 

The Board of Health was allowed $10,000 
for the enforcement of new mercantile and 
manufacturers’ laws regulating the employ- 
ment of children in factories; $90,000 for 
the construction of a disciplinary school, 
and $25,000 with which. to conduct it for a 
year. 


TREASURY DEFICI'£ GROWS SMALLER 





‘But for Congressional Extravagance 


It Would Soon Disappear. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—The official Treas- 
ury statement to be issued to-morrow will 
show that the receipts from all sources for 
the fiscal year 1896 approximate $826,500,- 
000, and the expenditures for the like period 
$352,000,000, making the deficit for the fiscal 
year $25,500,000. The deficit for 1895 was 
$42,000,000, and for 1894 $70,000,000, so that 
the deficit for the last three years aggre- 
gates $137,500,000. 

The receipts for the month of June, which 
closes to-day, have been $26,400,000, and the 
expenditures $25,000,000, making an excess 
of receipts of $1,500,000. 

Because of the heavy interest payments in 
July, the payment of the sugar bounty 
claims, which will be commenced in that 
month, and also because of appropriations 
made available by Congress, it is estimated 
that the deficit for July will foot up nearly 
$10,000,000.

PROMINENT AMERICAN BUSINESS 
MEN WILL STUDY THEM. 


Will Visit Brazil, the Argentine Re- 
public, and Uruguay for the Pur- 
pose of Increasing the Commer- 
cial Relations Between This Coun- 
try and Those Great Consumers— 
Manufacturers of Many Leading 
Products Represented. 


“I believe this expedition to South Amer- 
ica to be the first that has ever been under- 
taken for practical business purposes such 
as this party has in view,’ said Theodore 
C, Search at a farewell banquet at the 


Waldorf Hotel last night. 

Mr. Search is President of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, and the din- 
ner was given by him to the Committee on 
Extension of Trade between the United 
States and the Argentine Republic, Uru- 
guay, and Brazil. 

A party of 100 representative American 
business men will sail on the St. Paul this 
morning for Southampton and thence by 
Royal Mail steamship Danube for South 
America, where the visitors will endeavor 
to acquire a practical knowledge of the re- 
Sources of the various countries with a 
view of eventually enlarging and extending 
their trade with the United States. 

The big banqueting hall of the Waldorf 
Was made beautiful with flowers before the 
guests sat down to their last dinner in 
New-York for at least three months. 

Members of the committee present were 
Frederick Stearns, Detroit, Mich.; J. M. 
Studebaker, South Bend, Ind.; J. R. Kil- 
bourne, Columbus, Ohio; Henry R. Gilbert, 


Syracuse, N. Y.; William Harper, Phila- 
delphia, Penn.; T. D. Palmer, Newark, N. 
J.; W. T. Adams, Memphis, Tenn.; F. L. 
Wagar, Wagar, Ala.; John A, Johnson, 
Madison, Wis.; Samuel E. Bacon, Erie, 
Penn., and George Welton Fishback, man- 
ager of the tour. 

Mr. Fishback is the United States Secre- 
tary of Legation at Buenos Ayres, now 
on leave of absence. Among the guests 
were Warner Miller, Mayor Wurster of 
Brooklyn, Clement A. Griscom of Phila- 
delphia, and Sefior Dr. Don M. Garcia 
Merou, from Washington, D. C. 

The industries represented by the party 
include bicycles, grist mills, baggage trucks, 
pharmaceutical preparations, wheelbarrows, 
road scrapers, leather, lumber, felt hats, 
wagons, textile machinery, and steam en- 
gines. 

President Soarch, in speaking of the en- 
terprise, said: 

These men, who represent all these various in- 
dustrial interests, are not undertaking their 
journey of 13,000 or 14,000 miles simply to show 
samples or to sell goods. The work which lies 
before them is of far greater magnitude and of 
far greater importance than any orders for mer- 
chandise which they may bring back with them. 
This party is virtually a commission of com- 
mercial experts, covering a wide range of busi- 
ness interests. As experts they will study the 
commerce of Southern Brazil, the Argentine Re- 
public, and Uruguay; they will ascertain the con- 
ditions which keep the trade of those countries 
within its present channels; they will find out 
what goods are most in demand in those mar- 
kets, where they are purchased, and to what 
extent our manufacturers and merchants can 
compete with European business houses for this 
trade with fair prospects of success. 

As business men of experience and judgment, 
these Commissioners will gather such informa- 
tion as will enable them upon their return to sug- 
gest what practical steps will be necessary to 
secure for our manufacturers and our merchants 
a larger share of the foreign trade of the Ar- 
gentine Republic, Uruguay, and Brazil. 

As American merchants and manufacturers, we 
count ourselves as pretty shrewd traders, and, 
therefore, we d everywhere in our dealings 
With the South American countries one point 
which troubles us sorely. We are buying more 
from those nations than we are selling to them. 
Further than this, our purchases from them have 
been increasing more rapidly than our sales 
to those countries have been growing. 

Narrowing the inquiry to the three countries 
which this commission will visit there are sev- 
eral features of our trade relations with Argen- 
tina, Uraguey, and Brazil which call for investi- 
ation. e buy annually from Brazil about 
$80,000,000 worth of the Various products of that 
country, but we sell to the people of that nation 
only about $15,000,000 worth of our goods, while 
Great Britain, buying only about $20,000,000 
worth from Brazil, sells nearly $40,000,000 worth 
of merchandise yearly to that country. While 
the United States is by far the best customer 
Brazil has, that country buys more from Great 
Britain, France, and rmany than from us. 
That is not reciprocal trade. 

Germany, France, and the United States each 
sells about $10,000,000 worth of goods in the Ar- 
gentine Republic yearly, while Great Britain sells 
as much as all three together. We buy only 
half as much as we sell in the Argentine Repub- 
lic, but both sides of our account with that 
country ought to show some larger figures. If 
Great Britain can do $53,000,000 worth of busi- 
ness yearly in the Argentine Republic, certainly 
we ought never to be satisfied with an insignifi- 
cant $15,000,000—less than one-twelfth of the total 
foreign trade of that country. 

Uruguay has a foreign trade of about $57,000,000 
per year, but our share of this is only about 
6 per cent.—$38,588,089—out of the total. Of the 
countries from which Uruguay buys to meet her 
wants, Great Britain, Germany, France, yg 
Brazil, and even Spain have a larger share in 
the trade than the United States. 

Why we do not have a larger share of the 
foreign trade of these South American countries 
and what must be done to increase our portion 
ars problems which cannot be solved off hand 
and at long distance. To establish our trade 
there we must do as our competitors have done 
so successfully—go down there, stay there, live 
among the people with whom we want to do 
business, study their wants and be willing to 
adopt ourselves to their requirements. 

The party will leave Southampton on its 
return journey on Sept. 18, and be due in 
New-York on Sept. 





TRADE WITH JAPAN, 


Its Possibilities Not Yet Appreciated 
by American Merchants. 


Japan is receiving just now more atten- 
tion from the traders and manufacturers 
of this country than usual. The arrival of 
the new Japanese Minister, Mr. Hoshi Teru, 
and the visit to Washington of S. Tacka- 
kura and A. Sakurai, two officers of the 
Construction Corps of the Imperial Japa- 
nese Government, are partly the cause of 
it. The result of the visit of the two gentle- 
men will probably be the placing of an 
order by ‘the Japanese Government in this 
country for two second-class cruisers of 
the Charleston type. Big battleships and 
first-class cruisers they seem to prefer to 
have built in Europe, perhaps because both 
of these officers were educated in Europe 


and are rather strongly prejudiced in favor 
of European methods of construction. 

Last year the United States took about 
40 per cent. of all exports from Japan. Dur- 
ing the same period the American propor- 
tion of Japan’s imports was only 7 per cent., 
of which three-fourths was petroleum. This 
shows a balance of trade between the 
United States and Japan very strongly in 
favor of Japan. Writing on the subject of 
our trade with Japan, Mr. Connelly, United 
States Consul at Osaka, says: 

“The United States does not appear to be 
a competitor for the trade of Japan to any 
coasiderable extent, although we are the 
purchasers and consumers of nearly one- 
half of all Japarese exports. The quality 
of American produce !s excellent, but 
American producers do not seem to consider 
the trade of Japan sufiiciently important 
to remodel their prices and freight rates to 
the extent necessary to meet the competi- 
tion of other nations. If they’ would devote 
their attention to the market of Japan as 
an outlet, even at cost prices, for their sur- 
plus production, they would ease the home 
market and build up a remunerative trade 
with Japan. The practice of sending illus- 
trated catalogues should be changed for 
the employment of competent commercial 
agents, who should be conversant with Jap- 
anese wants and prices, the modes and cost 
of shipments, insurance rates, and the cur- 
rency of the country.” 

Mr. Connelly thinks that the Japanese 
are all ready to transfer the larger part of 
their trade with European nations to this 
country as a nearer and quicker market, 
if Americans would meet them with com- 

titive rates and selection of merchandise. 

e believes that Japan is destined to be- 
come the great producing nation of the 
Orient, but apprehends that the opening up 
of Japanese capital and trade accomplished 
by the Japanese themselves may eventually 
prove a most sericus drawback to the fut- 
ure trade of Japan. This argument, if de- 
fensible, should make the Japanese desir- 
ous roth reciprocal trade relations with this 
country.

SCOW-TRIMMING PRIVILEGE. 


Boara of Estimate Again Asks Col. 
Waring to Advertise for Bids. 


Commissioner Waring of the Street Clean- 
ing Department was asked at the meeting 
of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment yesterday why bids for the scow-trim- 
ming privilege had not been advertised for, 
as directed by the board. 

Col. Waring said that he did not think it 
was worth while to advertise for bids, be- 
cause under the new garbage contract the 
New-York Sanitary Utilization Company 
will take all that is worth taking from the 
refuse. 

President Jeroloman of the Board of Al- 
dermen said that Mr, Tate, the contractor, 
had offered $245,000 a year for the scow- 
trimming privilege. ‘‘ You told us it was 
worth much more, Commissioner,” he 
added. 

“That was under a different plan of sep- 
aration,” said Col. Waring. ‘Mr. Tate 
wanted only certain parts of the refuse, and 
it was proposed to have the householders 
separate it.” 

Mr. Jeroloman wanted to know if Col. 
Waring did not think that householders 
had enough to do without preparing garb- 
age for Mr, Tate. 

“They prepare it for me, not for Mr. 
Tate,”’ said Col. Waring. 

“They have enough to do without going 
any further,’’ said Mr. Jeroloman. 

“But they will go further before they 
finish with me,”’ said Col. Waring. 

**I do not think they will,’’ said Mr. Jerol- 
oman, “I think they will have some rem- 
edy in law.” 

‘I supposed we were to advertise for bids 
for the scow-trimmings contract,” said 
Mayor Strong, ‘‘as it has heretofore exist- 
ed. I assumed, and I think we all did, that 
that was the basis of Mr. Tate’s offer of 
$245,000 for the privilege.”’ 

Col. Waring said that he had his «adver- 
tisement ready on June 6, and that he sent 
it to the Corporation Counsel for his ap- 
proval as to form, and that it was not re- 
turned to him until last Saturday. Col. 
Waring said the privilege had never before 
been advertised for. 

Controller Fitch did not agree with this 
statement. The Controller said that he had 
been instrumental in getting Mr. Andrews, 
when he was Commissioner of the Street 
Cleaning Department, to advertise for bids 
for the scow trimmings, and he added that 
the bids were in advance of the private 
contract price. 

‘Well, we should advertise it,” said Mr. 
Jeroloman, 

Controller Fitch said that under Commis- 
sioner Andrews the city got nearly $2,000 a 
week, whereas Col. Waring paid out at a 
rate of $1,310 a week. ‘‘ The city has grown 
some since Commissioner Andrews left of- 
fice,’”’ said the Controller. 

Mr. Jeroloman said that at the rate of 
$245,000 a year, as offered by Mr. Tate, the 
city should get over $4,000 a week. 

** We have two dumps less now,”’ said Col, 
Waring. 

Mr. Jeroloman said that this had nothing 
to do with the amount of garbage handled. 

The board finally decided to ask Col. 
Waring to advertise for bids, and he was 
requested to furnish each member of the 
board with copies of the proposed advertise- 
ment, so that it may be acted upon by the 
board at a special meeting to be held on 
Thursday. 

The board then made the following appro- 
priations: 

For the improvement of the walls and 
entrances to Central Park 

For asphalting Columbus Circle 

For the new schoolhouse site at Catherine, 

Henry, and Oliver Streets 
For the completion of Castle 

Aquarium 

The Rapid Transit Commission asked for 
$9,603 for current expenses, and the matter 
was referred to the Controller. 

The Police Commissioners were ailowed 
$150,000 for the new patrolmen to be ap- 
pointed between July and December. The 
new law provides for the appointment of 

new men, and the Police Board’s orig- 
inal request was for $268,000. 

Controller Fitch said that not more than 
half of the 800 men could be appointed be- 
tween now and next December, and that 
half of the money asked for would be 
enough at present. 

The -request of the Greater New-York 
Commission for $5,000 for this city’s propor- 
tion of its obligation for the expenses of 
=. commission was referred to the Con- 
roller. 


GATHERED ABOUT TOWN. 





“That spicy odor that you notice in the 
cigar box,”’ said the dealer, ‘‘comes from 
the wood of which it is made. It is not be- 
cause it is impregnated with the tobacco. 
On the contrary, the tobacco takes the 
flavor of the wood. That is the reason that 
particular kind of wood is used. for the 
box2s of all the best cigars. 

“It is Spanish cedar. It is an expensive 
wood, porous and spicy, and the only kind 
which has been found to improve the flavor 
of a cigar. Tobacco, as you know, quickly 
absorbs any odor with which it is brought 
in contact. All cigars costing from $15 a 
thousand upward are packed in Spanish 
cedar. The cheaper cigars tsually come in 
boxes of sycamore. There is a difference 
in eost of perhaps 4 cents a box. Where a 
cedar box would cost 10 cents, one of syca- 
more will not be more than 6 cents. 

“Since the war in Cuba the supply of 
cedar has been cut off to some extent, and 
boxes veneered inside and out have been 
used. The cedar is a porous wood, and al- 
lows sufficient circulation of air to prevent 
the cigars from molding.” 

*,*

SISTER CARMELITA WILL CONTEST. 


Took the Vow of Poverty, Allowed to 
Hold an Inheritance, 


The trial of the action brought by Richard 
White Hennessy .to contest the will of his 
aunt, Mary Frances Baker, known in re- 
ligion as Sister Carmelita, was resumed yes- 
terday before Surrogate Fitzgerald. 

Sister Carmelita was a Sister of Charity, 
and among other vows took a vow of pov- 
erty. She died last August, leaving an 
estate valued at between $150,000 and $200,- 
000. This property was left to her niece, 
Mary Sullivan, by a will executed Feb. 27, 
1895. 

M. J. Sullivan, a brother-in-law of Sister 
Carmelita, denied that she was a Sister of 
Mercy, and maintained that she became a 
Sister of Charity when she was about eight- 
een years old, and had always remained in 
that order. She inherited the property about 
ten years after she became a Sister of 
Charity. 

When asked if she had not taken the vow 
of poverty, Mr. Sullivan said that. Sister 
Carmelita had done so, but had received 
permission from Vicar General Quinn, the 
spiritual adviser of the order to which she 
belonged,. to hold the property of which she 
died seized in her own name. 

Sister Melita testified that such a privi- 
lege was granted to Sister Carmelita so 
that she might take care of the property 
for the benefit of her niece, Mary Sullivan. 

The testimony of Sister Melita in regard 
to the vows taken by Sister Carmelita was 
as follows: 

‘Of course, in all religious communities 
they make vows. A vow is a voluntary act 
on the part of the person who makes it, 
and as soon as the person makes it, it en- 
tails serious obligations. She (Sister Carme- 
lita) took the vow of poverty, and did not 
violate it, for she had perfect and full per- 
mission for everything she did.” 

The hearing will be continued Friday 
morning.

MAN BRADY SAYS THAT 
SAW NO BRIBE TAKEN, 


Avers in the Trial Before Police Com- 
missioner Roosevelt that “ Angel” 
Dennett as Good as Promised to 
Get Him Back on the Force if He 
Would Testify that Martens Took 
a $15 Inducement, but He Would 


Not Perjure Himself. 


Police Captain Frederick W. Martens of 
the East Thirty-fifth Street Station was 
put on trial before Commissioner Roosevelt 
yesterday charge growing out 
oi testimony given before the Lexow com- 
Mittee. 

He was accused of having accepted a 
bribe of $15 from Moses D. Hamilton for 
designating his store at 1,955 West Farms 
Road as a polling place for the Thirty- 
fourth Election District of the Twenty- 
fourth Assembly District. Capt. Martens 
Was at that time Sergeant, attached to the 
Thirty-fourth Precinct, or Tremont, Sta- 
tion. The alleged payment was made in 
the month of September, 1891. 

The Parkhurst society is pushing the 
charges against Martens. Lawyer Frank 
Moss of the society appeared as the Cap- 
tain’s prosecutor. ‘‘ Angel’’ Dennett was 
also on hand. Lawyer Fred House of 
Friend & House defended the Captain. 

Hamilton was engaged with George W. 
Miller in the carriage business at 1,955 
West Farms Road. The complaint of the 
Parkhurst society sets forth that in Sep- 
tember, 1891, Martens called on Hamilton 
and proposed that he rent his store as a 
poliing place, for which he would receive 
a rental of $50 from the city. Hamilton 
and Miller consented, and it is asserted 
that Martens then demanded and receivec 
$15, saying that it was usual in such cases 
to pay that sum to the police in advance. 

The first witness was Policeman William 
Plinkitt. who is detailed in the Bureau of 
Elections. He, it was expected, would 
produce the official record of the polling 
place in question, but he only had a pub- 
lished report, to which Lawyer House ob- 
gected. It came out that the official record 
had been lost or mislaid: 

Chief Clerk Allen of ‘the Election Bu- 
Feau was called and questioned about the 
lost document. He said that it had been 
lost somewhere petween the District At- 
terney’s office-and the Grand Jguryrr<"" 

Mr. Moss t¢alied (Michael Brady, an ex- 
policeman, who was dismissed from the de- 
partment about two years ago. Brady was 
@ ward man under Capt. Murphy at the 
Tremont station in 1891, while Capt. Mar- 
tens was a Sergeant in the same station. 
Brady said that he and Martens visited 
Hamilton & Miller’s store on two occa- 
sions. On the second visit after Martens 
had made a memorandum of the dimen- 
sions of the store he had a conversation 
with Hamilton. 

**Did you see any money paid to Capt. 
Martens?’ asked Mr. Moss. 

“I did not,’’ answered Brady. 

“Did you ever teli any one that you saw 
money paid to Capt. Martens?’”’ 

“I did not.” 

“Were you ever 
Matter before?’”’ 

Brady said he was asked about it before 
the Commissioners of Accounts. 

“What did you say to the Commissioners 
of Accounts? ”’ 

“By advice of counsel,” said Brady, ‘I 
refuse to answer the question on the ground 
that it might tend to incriminate me.” 

Mr. Moss pressed Brady about his exami- 
nation before the Commissioners of Ac- 
couats. 

“I was told,” said Brady, 
thing I said would be private.” 

* Do you draw a distinction between per- 
jury in private and_ perjury in public?” 
asked Commissioner Roosevelt. 

“Do you accuse me of perjury?” cried 
Brady, growing excited. ‘I don’t wish to 
be characterized as coming here and com- 
mitting perjury.”’ 

“Well, what do you say now—that you 
Saw no money paid?” asked the Commis- 
sioner, 

“TI did not,” replied Brady. ‘If I am to 
be charged with committing pe rjury here 
I want to send for my counsel.” 

# Be calm,”’ said Lawyer House. 

Well, the Commissioner has charged 
me with perjury.”’ 

Commissioner Roosevelt said he had 
made no such charge. 

In answer to Lawyer House, 
fied as follows: 

“I have had several conversations with 
Mr. Dennett of the Parkhurst society about 
this case. He wanted me to corroborate 
Hamilton’s testimony about the payment 
of $15 to Capt. Martens. I told him I 
could not, as I had not seen money paid. 
He promised that the society would as- 
sist me to get reinstated in the Police De- 
Partment if I would corroborate Hamil-

son's testimony. He also promised me 
work. 

“He said I could help them and they 
could help me. I was anxious to get back 
on the force, and Dennett said if I would 
corroborate Hamilton’s testimony the soci- 
ety would come pretty near getting me 
reinstated. I told him I was not friendly 
with Capt. Martens, but that I would not 
hang a man even tg@get my place back, and 
that I would be Committing perjury it I 
corroborated Hamilton's testimony. 

“Detective Stewart orf the Parkhurst so- 
ciety also intimated to me that if I would 
assist the sociéty it would help me. Den- 
nett also offered to give me some detective 
work to do. At a conversation I had with 
Dennett, he said that Capt. Martens had 
assisted to break me, and that I would 
be well taken>care of -if I would testify 
against Martens. He said he knew my 
case from to Z, and that I had been 
made a scapegoat of. I was with Capt. 
Martens on his two visits to Hamilton’s 
store, and no money was paid.” 

Brady further stated that Commissioner of 

Accounts Terry also told him that if he 
would testify to what they wanted they 
would assist him to get his position back on 
the force. It appears that the Commissioners 
of Accounts were investigating the charge 
brought by Hamilton against Capt. Mar- 
tens, and had Brady before them. 
_Mr. Moss read from the minutes of the 
Commissioners of Accounts something about 
several suits which Brady had pending 
against newspapers. Brady objected to 
having his private affairs aired, and 
Commissioner Roosevelt sustained him and 
excluded from the testimony all the ques- 
— and answers which Mr. Moss had 
read. 

Mr. Moss then wanted to know why 
Brady did not tell the Commissioners of 
Accounts that he saw no money paid to 
Capt. Martens. Commissioner Roosevelt 
exclud*d the question. The hearing was 
adjourned until July 15. 

The missing record in the Martens case 
was found during the afternoon by Sergt. 
Mangin, who found it among some papers 
at the District Attorney’s office. Sergt. 
Mangin took the papers to Police Head- 
quarters,

Mayor Wurster Names Fifteen Men 
for the Board. 


Mayor Wurster of Brooklyn yesterday 
appointed fifteen members of the Board of

Education to serve for three years, but only 
five of them are new members. The ten 
others were reappointments. No women 
were on the Mayor's list. 

The new members are Edwin S. Piper, 
a Republican merchant in the Nineteenth 
Ward, who succeeded James L. Drummond, 
a Democrat. 

Ditmas Jewel, President of the Twenty- 
sixth Ward Bank, a Republican, in place 
of John K. Powell, a Democrat. 

George Freifeld, a lawyer of the Twen- 
ty-first Ward, a Republican, in place of 
George Straut, a Democrat, 

Charles N. Chadwick, a manufacturer, 
member of the Manufacturers’ Association 
of Kings and Queens Counties, member of 
the Brooklyn Kindergarten Association, a 
Republican of the Tenth Ward. He suc- 


ceeds Charles E. Teaie, a Republican, who 
resigned to become a Police Justice. 

Thomas Cacciola, a Republican lawyer 
of the Tenth Ward. He served on the 
Board of Education during the terms of 
Mayors Chapin and Boody. He succeeds 
John W. Weber, member of the Democratic 
State Committee. 

The reappointed members are Frank I. 
Babbott, Robert A. Black, James B. Bouck, 
George P. Clark, Edward L. Collier, Prof. 
Franklin W. Hooper, Charles E. Robertson, 
Henry P. Schmidt, William J. Lynch, and 
John T. Williams. Messrs. Black, Bouck, 
and Lynch are Democrats. 

The annual meeting of the Board of Ed- 
ucation will be held next Tuesday after- 
noon. President J. Edward Swanstrom, a 
member of the Shepard branch of the 
Kings County Democracy, is a candidate for 
re-election. Horace E, Dresser, a Repub- 
lican, is the leading candidate of his party 
associates for the Presidency.

TRIED TO ROB A HORSE CAR. 


Its Driver Assaulted by Two Men 
with a Pistol. 


A bold attempt was made.to rob the 
driver of a Hoboken horse car almost with- 
in sight .of Police Headquarters at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. The car in 
question was a one-horse “ jigger,’’ of the 
Willow Avenue line. It was driven by John 
Funchon. As the car turned from Newark 
Street into Park Avenue, two men entered 
it and walked through to the front platform. 

Funchon told them they could not stand 
on the platform, but must go inside the car. 
They replied that they had put their fares 


in = box and could ride where they 
pleased. 

- Then one of the men drew a pistol while 
the other grabbed at the driver’s cashbox. 
Funchon, who is a big and powerful man, 
at once seized the fellow and threw him 
over the dashboard into the street. Then 
he turned to find himself confronted by the 
other man and the pistol. Funchon 
stopped the car, seized the man by the 
arm, and asked one of the passengers to 
call a policeman. An officer opportunely 
turned the corner at that moment, but be- 
fore he reached the car the would-be rob- 
ber broke from Funchon’s grasp, leaped 
over the dashboard, and escaped with his 
companion through First Street. 

There were five passengers in the car 
at the time, but Funchon’s prompt action 
rendered their assistance unnecessary. 





Cost of Making Money Vilely. 


Russell Hunting, actor, and Charles Carson,

SIDEWALKS KEPT CLEAR. 





IMPROVEMENT IN THE DISTRICTS 
WHERE LAW HAS BEEN VIOLATED. 


Police, Having Been Aroused to Their 
Duty, Are Seeing that the Rights 
of Pedestrians Are Respected— 
Effect of The New-York Times's 
Crusade—Merchants to 

Have No Trouble Keeping Ob- 


structions Out of the Way. 


Appear 


Only slight show of authority has been 
needed in the wholesale grocery, produce, 
and commission district to effect great im- 
provement in the condition of the side- 
walks. It is now possible for pedestrians 


to move about that part of the city with- 
out turning into building's or out into the 
street in order to avoid obstructions. 

Merchants understand that unreasonable 
use of the sidewalks has been carried too 
far, and that the police have been instruct- 
ed to warn them that violations of the law 
cannot be permitted in the wholesale and 
wanton fashion which has heretofore made 
travel in that part of the. city dangerous. 
Indications are that public rights will be 
respected there so long as police vigilance 
is exercised as at present. 

The improvement is directly due to police 
action. Mayor Strong’s reference of the 
illustrated disclosure of the shameful ob- 
structions, printed a week ago Sunday in 
THE NEW-YoRK TimzEs, to Police Commis- 
sioner Roosevelt, who passed it over to 
Chief Conlin for report, explains the new 
conditions. Chief Conlin instructed Inspect- 
or Cortright to give it his attention, and 
he ordered Capts. Siebert and Cross, com- 
manding the Second and Fifth Precincts, 
in which the nuisances described and pict- 
ured are situated, to inspect the district and 
give him reports of violations. 

Capt. Cross ceased to be discursive, and 
not only issued warnings, but made an 
arrest. Capt. Siebert took less vigorous 
measures, but he did enough to bring about 
improvements. The result has been most 
wholesome. The sidewalks are no longer 
made a convenience for private use. Many 
houses that formerly appropriated the 
walks for packing or for storage have found 
room indoors for that work. They seem to 
be doing quite as much business and quite 
as conveniently as before. Pedestrians can 
move about in comparative comfort. 

Even those who were the worst offenders 
find no apparent discomfort in complying 
with the just requirements of the law. Peo- 
ple passed freely yesterday over sidewalks 
that in former days were never trodden 
between sunrise and sunset. One could 
Walk around three sides of the American 
Grocery Building without leaving the side- 
walk. There was also-unobstructed passage 
in front of Austin, Nichols & Co. Trucks 
did not occupy more room than they need- 
ed at either of these places. Skids u.sap- 
peared when not in use. Goods that in 
former days lay on the sidewalk were 
stacked inside the American Grocery Build- 
ing. All through that neighborhood busi- 
ness proceeded as usual with the minimum 
of obstruction or annoyance to passers, and 
there seemed to be: quite as-much business 
as usual. The change showed how hollow 
had been the pretense that goods, trucks, 
and-horses must monopolize the sidewalks 
or down-town business must move to New- 
Jersey. 

The produce and commission district had 
also improved. Sidewalk use there had 
been restricted to an encouraging degree. 
Obstructions were to be seen for which it 
would have been difficult to find warrant, 
but the sidewalks were not turned into 
storage places or dumps. Fear of the po- 
lice had induced everywhere an effort to 
avoid unsightly accumulations of barrels, 
boxes, crates, and bags. Many of the 
merchants acted as if they were really 
glad that a cleaning up of rubbish and 
obstructions was to be ordered. These 
who had been careless of the sidewalk be- 
fore took evident pride in keeping it clear, 
feeling that at last their neighbors would 
be compelled to show regard for cleanliness 
and public rights. As in the grocery dis- 
trict, instances of gross violations remained 
in evidence, but they had become conspicu- 
ous, instead of remaining common. No 
one complained that business suffered by 
obedience to law, or that it was incon- 
venienced. On the other hand, pedestrians 
swung along with a new sense of freedom. 

The least improvement was noticed in the 
streets near Washington Market. Evident- 
ly, the police have not bothered yet with 
the retailers who have seized the north 
side of Vesey Street. In the immediate 
neighborhood of the market also cause for 
complaint remained. 

Chief Conlin expressed himself much 
pleased yesterday when informed of im- 
proved appearances in the offending dis- 
trict. ‘‘ Much more will be accomplished,” 
he said, *‘ before we get through. I am sat- 
isfied that Capt. Cross will do his full duty, 
regardless of the excuses he made for mer- 
chants. He is a good officer, and attends 
to his work. Capt. Siebert may be less act- 
ive than usual, because he is about to ap- 
ply for retirement. The man who succeeds 
him in the Second Precinct will give the 
matter vigorous attention. Our disposition 
is to make all reasonable allowances for the 
demands of business, but there must be an 
end of continuous obstructions by trucks, 
skids, or anything else.”’ 

What the police have done has occurred 
without fuss or waste of formality. The 
mere issuance of orders to look up the nui- 
sances has already abated them ir large 
measure. There has been no official report, 
either to the Inspector or.to the Chief, but 
good work has been done, and it was less 
than one week ago that Commissioner 
Roosevelt referred the matter to the Chief. 
Mr. Roosevelt's associates had no notice of 





this action, but they signified their approval 
of it yesterday by making a formal refer- 
ence of the matter to the Chief. The nui- 
sances were thus officially noted in the min- 
utes of the board at the first regular meet- 
ing after Commissioner Roosevelt heard 
from Mayor Strong on the subject. 


THE NEW GOUVERNEUR HOSPITAL, 





A Site Chosen by the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners. 


Controller Fitch walked into Mayor 
Strong's office yesterday with a cane, and 
limping With his left foot. His right arm 
was also lame. Both members had a touch 
of the gout, but not enough to keep the 
Controller away from the meeting of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners. 

Mayor Strong, who knows all about the 
gout and its ways, laughed merrily at the 
Controller, who has often twitted him 
about his gout. 

“Have you got it?’ asked the Mayor, 
his eyes twinkling. 

“I have,” said the Controjler, and there 
was né twinkle in his eyes. 

*“*Have you tried—’ But the Mayor could 
get no further. 

“T’ve tried them all,” interrupted the 
Controller. ‘‘I don’t know your remedy, 


but I have tried it. In coming across the 
City Hall Park I met a dozen acquaintances 
and they all had remedies.” 

**Mine is the best,’’ said the Mayor. “I 
am going to prescribe a mandamus.” 

At this moment Recorder Goff hurried in. 
He took all the attention of the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners away from the Con- 
troller’s gout. The Recorder has had his 
hair cropped closely and his beard trimmed 
very neatly. His fellow Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners looked at him with wonder. 
But they did not joke with him. There is 
such a thing as contempt of court. 

At their meeting the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners selected a site for the new 
Gouverneur Hospital, which is to cost the 
city $200,000. 

The new hospital will be located in Gouv- 
erneur Slip, just east of the present hos- 
pital, and will be bounded by Front and 
Water Streets, and by two proposed new 
streets, forty-five and fifty-five feet in 
width. 

This site will give the hospital the ad- 
vantage of being nearer the East River 
than it now is, and will give it an unob- 
structed view of the water. John R. 
Thomas was appointed architect to draw 
the plans for the building. 

Chief Engineer McLean reported that he 
found a room 20 by 60 feet in the Centre 
Market which he thought would just suit 
the Veteran Firemen, who now occupy the 
rooms over the Essex Market, which they 
have been ordered to leave. 





LIEUT. GRUNBAUM IN JAIL. 


Charged with Passing a False Check— 
Not a Baron. 


Bernard F. Grunbaum, an Austrian, who 
came to America in 1891, and was an in- 
terpreter on Ellis Island, was yesterday 
committed to the prison at Jefferson Mar- 
ket for cheating.

Mr. George Coppell and Mr. Thomas Mait- 
land became members of the firm, and Mr. 
Maitland retired in 1892. It now becomes 
Maitland, Coppell & Co., Mr. Coppell hav- 
ing been the senior partrer since Mr. 
Phelps’s death, in 1884. The present part- 
ners are George Coppell, Gerald L. Hoyt, 
Dallas B. Pratt, and Arthur Coppell. 





NEW COURT HOUSE PLANS 





HANDSOME STRUCTURE FOR JUS- 
TICES OF APPELLATE DIVISION. 


Building in Madison Avenue Will Be 
Well Fitted for the Judges of the 
Supreme Court Division—Details 
of the Various Floors and the Ar- 
rangements Made to Suit the 
Members of the Bench and Bar 
and the Public. 


Plans for a new Court House for the ex- 
clusive use of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court were approved yesterday at 
a meeting of the Sinking Fund Commission 
held inthe Mayor’s office. ‘Corporation 
Counsel Scott was instructed to draw up a 


proper form of contract so that tenders 
might be received and the work begun as 
soon as possible. 

The site for the Court House is at the 
northeast corner of Twenty-fifth Street and 
Madison Avenue, having a frontage of 150 
feet on the street and 49 feet 4% inches on 
the avenue. On this ground, at an esti- 
mated cost of $650,000, will be placed an im- 
posing and ornate structure of pure white 
marble from designs prepared by James 
Brown Lord. 

The structure will consist of three stories 
and a basement, the height from the street 
to the top of the parapet being 56 feet. . its 
exterior will have numerous allegorical 


statues of an average height’ of 12 feet 
each. There will be a large portico on. the 
Twenty-fifth Street side, where the main 
entrance is to be, and a smaller portico on

These porticoes 
will be composed of Corinthian columns 
surmounted by pediments. 

The courtroom will occupy the main por- 
tion of the first floor. It will be a hand- 
some chamber, 46 by 68 feet, with a ceiling 
18 feet in height. It will be lighted by 
three large windows on its northern side and 
by a huge. flattened dome in the centre 30 
feet in diameter. Above this dome will be 
a cylindrical light shaft of the same diam- 
eter, terminating at the roof in another 
glass ‘dome. 

The Judges will sit.on.a platform with a 
curved front, guarded by a balustrade and 
projected well into. the chamber from its 
western end. The Clerk’s desk will be be- 
low the Judges’ bench, and the lawyers’ 
seats will be so placed that they will speak 


‘standing under the dome. 


Eugene E. McLean, the engineer to the 
Controller’s office, has examined this part 
of the plan very carefully, and said yester- 
day that he was satisfied that the cham- 
ber would have good acoustic properties. 

Besides the courtroom the first floor will 
contain a large room for the use of law- 
yers, the Clerk’s offices, a stenographer’s 
room, the grand entrance hall, and the 
stairways and elevator. 

The second floor will be 14 feet in height 
and will contain the library, the Judges’ 
private rooms, toilet rooms, attendants’ 
rooms, and rooms for stenographers. The 
western end of the library will be used 
for consultations by the Judges. Each of 
the Judge’s private rooms is not only spa- 
cious in itself, but has a large ante-cham- 
ber attached to it. 

The third story will contain one Judge's 
private room, for which space could not be 
found on the second story; toilet rooms, a 
ladies’ toilet room, janitor’s apartments, 
and storage rooms. On this floor there will 
also be a complete men’s outfit for the 
Judges, including a dining room, kitchen, 
and pantry. 

The basement will be entered by steps 
leading down eight feet from the street, and 
will contain the public toilet rooms, at- 
tendants’ rooms, and an engine room, 
which will project under the sidewalk. 
Underneath the basement will be a water- 
tight sub-cellar. The building will be fire- 
proof throughout. 

While the plans for heating, lighting, and 
plumbing have not yet been worked out 
in detail, it has been decided that the 
method of heating will be by indirect radia- 
tion, with hot air under pressure from be- 
low and an exhaust vacuum above. 

The plans were not drawn until after the 
Judges of the Appellate Division had been 
consulted, and their approval has been 
given to the designs when completed. One 
result of this co-operation between the fut- 
ure occupants and the architect has been 
the care taken to secure for the Judges 
the utmost privacy. They have a private’ 
entrance and private passageways and 
stairways leading to the first floor. Al- 
though there is only one elevator in the 
building, it has two doors, one of which 
opens out on the Judges’ private corridor. 
From the fact that the library is to be 


der a perpetual lease from the American 
Bell Telephone Company, to the telephone 
business within the City of New-York and 
its suburbs, its territory having a radius 
of thirty-three miles from the City Hall in 
all directions.

A Committee Directed to Prepare an 
Ordinance Regulating the Rate 
of Speed—The Old Reservoir to 
Give Way to the Public Library—

Alderman Noonan said that he hoped that 
the Railroad Committee would get to work 
at once on the matter of the speed of the 
cars at curves, for a great hue and cry 
has been raised by the people, and the mat- 
ter should receive the immediate attention 
of the board. 

Alderman Ware called attention to the 
fact that seevnteen months ago he had in- 
troduced a resolution calling upon the Rail- 
road Committee to provide. an ordinance 
regulating the speed of street cars, and that 
the committee had never reported it. 

Alderman Brown said it was not the prov- 
ince of that committee to report ordinances.

Mr. Brown’s contention was sustained by 
Aldermen Olcott, Hall, and Parker, and 
they argued that Mr. Ware's reference to 
his resolution now was not at all opportune.

The County Affairs Committee reported 
favorably on _ the proposition to build the 
new public library in Bryant Park, and ‘it 
was ordered that the old reservoir be re- 
moved after the new water mains have 
been laid in Fifth Avenue below Forticth 
Street.
